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Important Decision 


DIPLOMAS TO BE SUBMITTED 
TO LONDON 


[From our Correspondent -MANCHESTER] 


An important announcement on the question of the 
Manchester Shechita Board and its relations with the 
local Rabbinate was made by the President, Mr. R. 
Barrow-Sicree, at a general meeting held on Sunday 
morning at 149, Cheetham Hill Road. 

Mr. Sicree said that for a very considerable time, it 
had been a severe and serious complaint on the part of 
the Chief Rabbi that there were Rabbis in Manchester 
and the provinces who did not hold diplomas or 
Semicha from recognised bodies in England. It was 
better that there should be some co-ordination and 
some strict unity in connection with the right to use 
the title of Rabbi in the various congregations. 


Beth Din and “ Semicha™ 


“We here in Manchester.’ went on Mr. Sicree, 
“have many Rabbis and there is the question under 
consideration of giving a ‘call’ to them to join the 
Beth Din. The Executive of the Shechita Board have 
decided to recommend that no ‘call’ should be given 
to any Rabbi to join the Beth Din until that Rabbi's 
diplomas are confirmed by the Chief Rabbi's External 
Examination Board. I make no suggestion of any sort 
against the local gentlemen who hold Rabbinical 
diplomas, but the Board has definitely decided not to 
call any of these to the Beth Din until they regularise 
their position by submitting these diplomas to the 
London Board. We have in Manchester some very 
fine Rabbis, and subject to the regularising of their 
position in the way mentioned, the Executive hope to 
be able to come to the Board in the near future with 
ee regarding appointments to the Beth

Mr. Sicree referred to the co-ordination of the Rabbis of 
local Synagogues into the Agudath Ha-Rabbanim. From 
that body, he said, it would be possible for the Communal 
Rabbi, if the necessity arose, to call in one of those Rabbis 
to help the Beth Din in regard to a specific piece of work 
at a particular moment, since the presence of three Rabbis 
was required by Jewish law for the transaction of certain 
matters. To this temporary arrangement, the Executive of 
the Board offered no objection. 


The Chief Rabbi's Examining Board 


In the general discussion Mr. A. M. Sandler, J.P., and 
Mr. S. Silverstone said that it was surely not being sug- 
gested that eminent Rabbis who had received the highest 
diplomas abroad should have to present themselves for 
examination by the London Board. Mr. Sicree repeated

An Allied victory offered the Jews “ the only real hope 
of escaping from the hateful maltreatment of their race 
and renewing the march towards Zionist ideals in con- 
cord with the Arab people,’ Lord Lothian, the British 
Ambassador to the United States, declared in a message 
to the annual convention of the American Jewish 
Congress held in New York this week. The war, Lord 
Lothian added, was the result of brutality and intoler- 
ance, “of which the Jewish people were the first victims.” 

Rabbi Dr. Stephen S. Wise (who was re-elected 
President) said that any Jew professing neutrality as 
between the democracies and the dictatorships was not 
loyal to democracy nor faithful to Israel. 

The Rev. M. L. Perizweig, of London, praised Presi- 
dent Roosevelt as one of the foremost guardians of 
human values. He claimed that the World Jewish Con- 
gress (of which Mr. Perizweig is a leading figure) had 
won the support of organised French and British bodies 
and was now “ an integral part of the machinery through 
which British Jewry conducts tts activities abroad.” His 
colleague, Dr. Nahum Goldmann, said that a stabiltsa- 
tion of the European Jewish situation was inconceivable, 
and he predicted an Allied victory and a federated 
Europe, urging Jewish support for the forces secking 
European reorganisation. 


“New System of World Justice” 


Mrs. Roosevelt pledged al! aid in the work for the 
refugees; Senator James Mead made a stirring call for 
the preservation of religious freedom and personal 
liberty; and the Polish Ambassador M. Potocki ascribed 
anti-Semitism in Poland to the “Chauvinist middle 
class and said that Poles and Jews were fighting side 
by side for the restoration of freedom of their country 

The convention ended with the adoption of a resolu- 
tion claiming that the most urgent Jewish problem was 
the creation of a new system of international morality 
and justice, guaranteeing Jewish rights. Accordingly, 
an immediate study would be made concerning claims 
that might be presented at the ullimate peace conference. 
Jewish rights in Palestine must be recognised, the resolu- 
tion continued. It also urged the transformation. on 
representative lines, of the General Jewish Council, 
which has been established to act in the name of 
American Jewry.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Sanctuary or Symbol ? 


At first blush, nothing would seem more out of joint 
with the evolutionary Jewish ideal of life and service 
than the grandiose detailed descriptions in the current 
Sidras of the splendour that once was the Tabernacle, 
and of the majestic ritualistic paraphernalia that formed 
such a characteristic thereof. In the light of to-day, 
much of this Biblical narrative at first appears as an 
echo of a remote past, when religion was mostly an 
outward affair, mainly the monopoly of the priest in 
whose interests it was to provide a spectacular service 
best calculated to stir the emotions of the onlooker. 
Moreover, is not all this rather a categoric challenge 
to the asseveration which our liturgy has set to music— 
that “ He hath neither bodily form nor substance: we 
can compare naught unto him in his holiness"? Then 
why all this outward pomp and _ mischievous 
anthropomorphistic symbolism, to which so many Jews 
still seem to cling? 

Let us examine these grievances. The first retort, of 
course, is that we have long outgrown such crude forms 
of service. The importance of the Bible primarily is that 
it traces the evolution of Judaism, a religion gradually 
emerging from the crude associations surrounding it in 
Egypt and Babylon till it blazed forth in all its glory 
as revealed by Amos or Isaiah. It is important ‘o 
labour this point, because so many critics of our faith 
are still under the impression that the development of 
Judaism was arrested with the final completion of the 
Biblical canon way back in the fourth century B.c.r. 


Another reply that can be vouchsafed to all 
challengers of our faith is that all our beliefs and institu- 
tions must receive the sympathetic approach if they are 
to be rightly grasped. The Tabernacle and the costly 
garments of the priests, the smoking sacrifices and sweet- 
smelling incense may mean nothing to us to-day, but 
think of the immense influence these things exercised 
over our ancestors when the world was still in its 
chrysalis stage. Was not the Tabernacle to them “a 
tent of meeting,’ a kind of communal centre which 
housed all their social and cultural activities, as well as 
“a sanctuary,” a source of spiritual rebirth? To our 
wandering forebears, it was a tangible reminder that 
God was in their midst, fighting their battles, drying 
up the raging seas before their triumphant march, pro- 
viding them with food from Heaven's stores, and making 
the flinty rocks gush forth sparkling water for them. 
Was not such a God deserving of a glorious habitat? 
Besides, did He not promise them, just when they 
thought that they were left friendless and alone in an 
uncharted desert, that “if. they will construct a 
sanctuary for Me, then will I come and dwell in their 
midst ? 

This, however, must be borne in mind. As soon as 
the prophetic ideal of social justice and universal 
brotherhood began to be adumbrated as the quint- 
essence of Judaism, serious attempts began to be made 
by Israel's thinkers to symbolise the sanctuary and its 
services. A spark of this truth must have already 
glowed in the mind of Solomon, when in the course 
of his remarkable dedication prayer he uttered these 
words: “ Behold, the heavens cannot contain Thee, then 
how much less so can this house which I have built?” 
It was as a symbol of God's omnipresence that he raised 
that majestic edifice to the glory of God. From the 
very beginning of things symbolism and imagery were 
introduced into Judaism as illustrations of truths which 
could not yet be read in their unadorned text. 

Even.in such a brief attempt at elucidating some of 
the difficulties of Scripture, one must not omit the view 
taken by Maimonides. Strange as it may seem, this 
most rational guide of masses of perplexed discards 
the symbolic hypothesis. Why pray, he argues, for the 
rebuilding of the Temple and the restoration of a 
sacrificial priesthood, if these be only gateways leading 
to more spacious halls? No, he concludes, the sanctuary 
and its appurtenances, though bereft of inherent 
spiritual value, were originally ordained as gracious 
concessions from God to his people at an age when 
such a mode of elaborate ritual was the order of the 
day. To have expected the Israelites, fresh from 
Egypt's magic cauldron, to dispense forthwith every out- 
ward aid to worship would have been a betrayal of 
human psychology. Many generations would have to 
succeed each other before a complete metamorphosis 
could take place in their spiritual approach to God. 
Meanwhile, thought God, let them have their splendid 
sanctuary and their ritual pomp, but let all these things 
be mobilised under My flag. Let them be My 
sanctuary, My sacrifices, My incense, My drink-offer- 
ings, and gradually, in the womb of time, will develop 
that idea that all God demands from His children is the 
“service of the heart.” Has not Micah summed up 
for all time the symbolism of the sanctuary and the 
religious practices of Judaism thus: “It hath been 
told thee, O man, what is good, and what the Lord 
doth require of thee: only to do justly, and to love 


_ Mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God” ?

RELIEF OF POLISH REFUGEES 
No Discrimination Against Jews 


FOREIGN OFFICE OFFICIALS 
CRITICISED 


Mr. J. C. WepGwoop (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) 
raised the question of Jewish refugees in connection 
with an estimate of £100,000 for the relief of distress 
among Polish refugees in neutral countries. Three- 
quarters of these refugees, he said, were Polish Jews. 
Who, he asked, was handling these funds, for what pur- 
pose were they being used and for whom, and how much 
was being expended in Rumania and how much in 
Hungary? 

In the last eight years many Jews had fled from 
Germany, some going into Rumania and some into 
Hungary. And, owing to the persecution of Jews by 
Germany, the whole world had, unfortunately, become 
to some extent infected by the German doctrine that 
Jews should receive different treatment from other 
human beings. 

It was important, therefore, to know that these funds 
were being administered according to the needs of 
persons and not according to particular creeds. 


Jewish Children Left to Starve 


German propaganda in all neighbouring countries to 
Germany, particularly now in Hungary and Rumania, was 
directed towards persecution of the Jews. These neigh- 
bouring countries, in fear of Germany, were deliberately 
carrying out a policy which would be agreeable to the Nazis 
in connection with the Jewish population. 

“IT should not like it to be thought,” he added, “ that 
our administration makes any discrimination, and I hope 
we are not using in this relief the machinery of Rumania 
and Hungary, for that would be a use which this House 
did not approve of.” 

Mr. Wedgwood said that while Ruthenian children were 
being fed, Jewish children were being left to starve. The 
condition of Jews there was worse than anywhere, except 
in the Lublin enclave. It was necessary to see that relief 
went where distress was greatest. 


Allegation Against Foreign Office Officials 


He would view with grave suspicion money being dis- 
tributed through our own Foreign Office officials in those 
countries. 

“ff you live in those countries a long time,” he said, 
“you take from those people with whom you live their 
attitude towards Jews and the questions which are agitating 
that country. 1 am afraid that in many of our Embassies 
and some of our Consulates there is now an attitude towards 


_ the persecution of the Jews which would not have been 


conceivable ten years ago. 

“It has gradually grown up, and it needs the Foreign 
Office and the voice of this country to tell our men and 
women abroad that they are disloyal to this country if 
they adopt an attitude towards the Jews and towards 
democracy in order to be agreeable and get on with the 
people among whom they live.” 

Mr. T. E. Harvey (Ind., English Universities) said that 
from ‘his knowledge of the workers who had gone out he 
could say there was no discrimination being exercised in 
the application of the Fund. 


Discrimination Denied 


Mr. R. A. BuTtLer, Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
replying for the Government, said that this particular sum 
of £100,000 was provided for a specific purpose—for 
urgently needed clothing and medical supplies for Polish 
refugees in Hungary, Rumania, and to a certain extent in 
the north in Lithuania. A large portion of the Fund had 
be » uansferred to the needy districts in the form of goods. 

Denying that there was any discrimination, Mr. Butler 
said the Jewish refugees were profiting by the distribution 
of these goods, and the administrators of the Fund did not 
stop to consider race or creed. 


THE DANUBE VICTIMS 


In the course of the debate, Mr. Wedgwood referred to 
the Jewish refugees marooned on the frozen Danube. He 
alleged that the British Foreign Office had induced the 
Rumanian Government to refuse to allow them to go into 
Rumania because from there they could get a ship to Pales- 
tine. At question time, Mr. VERNON BartLett (Ind., Bridg- 
water) asked the Colonial Secretary to raise the ban on 
further immigrants to Palestine to cover these victims of 
Nazi racial doctrines. Mr. MaLtcotMm MaAcDONALD refused. 


MR. MACDONALD AND IMMIGRATION | 


Mr. Wm. Leacnu (Lab., Bradford, C.) asked the Colonial 
Secretary if he had anything to report about conditions in 
Palestine, whether he had fully realised the universal Jewish 
adherence to the Allied cause, and if he were relaxing the 
severe restrictions on Jewish immigration in order to foster 
goodwill. 

Mr. MacDonald ao that a steady improvement in the 
internal situation in Palestine was reported. He was fully 
aware of the wholehearted support for the Allied cause 

iven by Jews. One of the purposes of the Allies was to 
ree the Jews from their cruel persecutors in Central Europe. 
The Government policy would allow considerable immigra- 


tion to Palestine in the next two years, and there was no 
intention to change that policy. Magee 

Mr. Leach said that the view that the amount of immigra- 
tion allowed was considerable was not accepted on his 
side of the House, and he suggested that Mr. MacDonald 
should consult. with the First Lord of the Admiralty, Mr. 
WINSTON CHURCHILL, “who has a wider view of this 
subject.” 

Mr. MacDonald replied that he thought that the amount 
of immigration to be allowed was very considerable. 


PALESTINIAN EDITOR ARRESTED 


Mr. R. SORENSEN (Lab., Leyton, W.) asked the Colonial 
Secretary why, as the policy of the newspaper was directed 
to persuading Jews and Arabs to cease committing terrorist 
acts against each other and to co-operate politically, the 
editor and three distributors of the Palestine newspaper 
Haor were arrested in July, 1939; whether they were con- 
victed; and, if so, what penalty was imposed. 

Mr. MacDonald: “ The editor of the Haor was arrested, 
with three of his associates, on information showing that 
they were engaged in subversive activities. They were 
placed under detention for twelve months under Article 15b 
of the Emergency Regulations made under the Palestine 
(Defence) Order-in-Council. The editor himself was 
released on medical grounds in August, 1939, and placed 
—, police supervision under Emergency Regulation 


LEAKAGE TO THE ENEMY 


Colonel Wedgwood raised the, matter of the conviction 
of two members of the British Union of Fascists for 
offences under the Emergency Powers Act, and asked what 
would happén to them at the expiry of their sentences. 
Str JOHN ANDERSON, the Home Secretary, said that whether 
they would be subjected to further restrictions would be 
considered when their sentences were about to expire. 

The general question of the leakage of secrets to the 
enemy was raised by Mr. Garro-Jones (Lab., Aberdeen. N.), 
and Mr. NeviLLte CHAMBERLAIN, the Prime Minister, replied 
that the introduction of further legislation providing for 


‘the imposition of the death penalty for serious leakage of 


information which might be useful to the enemy was now 
being considered. 


“PROFESSOR MAMLOCK ” 


Mr. S. S. SULVERMAN (Lab., Nelson) pursued. the matter 
of the internment of Friedrich Wolff, author of the anti- 
Nazi film, “ Professor Mamlock,” in a French concentra- 
tion camp. 

Raising the matter on the adjournment, he argued that 
the British Government should make representations to the 
French Government on the ground that Herr Wolff's intern- 
ment, “in the peculiar circumstances which now exist, must 
reflect adversely upon the interests of this country, both at 
home and in the wider spheres abroad.” 

The Speaker ruled the matter out of order because 
“questions for which the Government have no responsibility 
cannot be raised on the adjournment.” 

Mr. Silverman agreed that the British Government had 
no responsibility, but argued, “If the Government are 
entitled to make representations, I submit that it is not 
out of order for me to endeavour to persuade them to 
make representations.” 

But the Speaker held to his ruling, although Mer. 
GEOrrREY MANpDerR (Lib., Wolverhampton, E.) pointed out, 
“If the ruling you have just given is rigidly adhered to, it 
will bring to an end debates on foreign affairs such as we 
have had recently.” 

Mr. Silverman then raised the matter in the debate on the 
Diplomatic and Consular Vote; but he was again ruled out 
or order, this time on the ground that Dr. Wolff was not a 
British subiect.

CONSCRIPTION IN FRANCE 


Service in Labour Corps 
IN PEACE TIME, TOO 


[From our Correspondent—Paris} 


A new decree issued by the French Government intro- 
duces obligatory labour service for Stateless aliens and 
refugees (aliens claiming the right of asylum). In times 
of peace the aliens in question will have to do a period 
ot labour service equal to the normal period of military 
service, if they are aged between twenty and thirty- 
five years. The period will be reduced to one half for 
aliens aged between thirty-six and forty, and to one 
quarter for those between forty-one and forty-eight. In 
war-time, all Stateless aliens and refugees between 
twenty and forty-eight will be conscripted for labour 
service, while those under twenty or over forty will oe 
able to volunteer, but may also be requisitioned, for 
the same service. 

Exempt from this conscription are aliens obliged to 
do military service by virtue of decrees previously 
issued and those who have volunteered for the Foreign 
Legion or who served in the French or Allied Armies 
in 1914-18. 

Aliens who entered the country illegally will have 
to do labour service, but will not be freed from punish- 
ment for illegal entry. 


The Foreign Legion 


The Foreign Legion has received so many applica- 
tions, | am told, that the forwarding of recruits to Sidi- 
bel-Abes from the refugee camps has had to be inter- 
rupted. Instructors have been sent by the Legion’ to 
France, where the volunteers are now undergoing their 
military training in special centres. 

Refugees sent to the Legion at Sidi-bel-Abes have 
written to their friends that they are very well treated. 
On the other hand, I have heard that the instructors 
sent from Sidi-bel-Abes to a camp near Lyon include 
a number of former German officers who enlisted in 
the Legion after the last war because the restricted 
Reichswehr of the Republic of Weimar had no place 
for many professional soldiers. Having now to train 
former compatriots of Jewish origin, these ex-German 


. Officers are enforcing the very strict discipline of the 


Legion with excessive rigour. 


DEMONSTRATIONS IN CHILE 
Business Men Afraid of Competition 


The arrival of S00 Jewish refugees in the Italian liner 
Augustus in Valparaiso has stirred up much controversy in 
Chilean circles. according to the Catholic newspaper EL 
Diaro ILLUSTRADO. A protest meeting of Chilean merchants 
and industrialists was held in Temuco, and they organised 
“to defend their interests against new competitors,” che 
newspaper reports. 

The Archbishop of Santiago. Mer. José M. Caro, 
the highest dignitary of the Catholic Church in Chile, has 
attacked Nazi racial doctrine. “ The Nazi theory of racial 
superiority is absurd, ridiculous, and the source of evil,” 
the Archbishop declared. 


THE ABYSSINIAN SCHEME 


[From a Correspondent—MILAN] 


The offices of the Action Gildemeester in Rome have 
been closed by the authorities and the manager dismissed. 
The files have been taken over by a newly formed emigra- 
tion office, but the future of the Abyssinian scheme is not 
known. 


DOCUMENTS FROM GERMANY 


Some refugees have experienced difficulty in securing 
documents from Germany which they require in connection 
with emigration overseas. 

Arrangements have now been made with Mlle. S. 
Ferritre, head of the European headquarters of a private 
body known as the International Migration Service, 1, 
Cour St. Pierre, Geneva: This organisation can procure 
civil documents from its national branch working in 
Germany 

Applications may- be made through the office of the High 
Commissioner for Refugees, 16, Northumberland Avenue, 
W.C.. who will transmit requests from competent committees 
or from individuals who are recommended by such 
committees. 


M. Pau! E. Janson, Belgian Minister of Justice, and M. Van 


de Meulebroeck, the new Burgomaster of Brussels, have opened 
an exhibition of works by students of the Jewish refugee training 
centres in Belgium at the Foyer Israélite in Brussels. 
A Government commission has been set_up in Sweden to 
help refugees from Germany, Austria, and Czechoslovakia. 
There were between 6 and 7,000 refugees in Switzerland 


on January 1}. 


THE GOVERNMENT GRANT 


Consultative Body Appointed 
SIR HERBERT EMERSON ACCEPTS OFFICE 


Members of the consultative body set up following 
the Government grant (details of which were given last 
week) are: representing the Christian Council, the Rev. 
Henry Carter, the Bishop of Chichester, Bishop Mathew, 
and Miss Bertha Bracey; representing the Jewish 
Council, Messrs. Anthony de Rothschild, Simon Marks, 
Lionel L. Cohen, and Otto Schiff. The Chief Executive 
officer is Mr. R. Clare Martin. 

Members of the Standing Sub-Committee, the Execu- 
tive body, are: Sir Herbert Emerson, League High 
Commissioner for Refugees; Alderman Sir George 
Martin, K.B.E., of Leeds: Professor Simey, of Liverpool 
University; the Rev. Mr. Carter; and Mr. Cohen.

Stephany, a Joint Secretary of the Central Council for 
Jewish Refugees, will attend as liaison officers between 
the fund-raising organisations. 


INTERNATIONAL STUDENT 
SERVICE 


A Record of Achievement 


As the lights of learning have one by one gone out, or 
been dimmed, in Europe, so the position of the student 
has become more diflicult. The Relief Department of 


International Student Service (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE 


representative) was formed to alleviate this position. In 
the years of its existence, it has done much to help students 
unable to complete their studies in their own countries for 
political or racial reasons. 

L.S.S. is a member of the Joint Consultative Committee 
at Bloomsbury House, and it was there—in a talk with 
Miss Ann Lewis and Mrs. J. Floud—that I learned of what 
was being done to-day. Relief work is only one branch of 
1.S.S. work. It has not had much money from the large 
public funds, but there are 1.S.S. Committees in most of 
the universities, and funds have been raised by small con- 
tributions from British students, and also by contributions 
from student bodies, committees, etc. The Inter-University 
Jewish Federation is one of these bodies. 

The position. has: been tragically complicated since the 
war began. It is not easy for the refugees to obtain jobs, 
although it is believed that the demand for those with 
specialised knowledge will increase. There are at present, 
I was told, no openings in the Forces for refugees with 
such knowledge, although these people are really anxious 
to help. A number of them, however, have had cause to 
hesitate as they have relations in enemy territory. Many 
also wish to complete their studies. which they have had to 
stop so suddenly. 


Since 1933 


From 1933, over £22,000 has been raised and administered 
by LS.S. Since March, 1938, alone, approximately £10,000 
has been spent, and the budget of commitments for the 
next two years totals roughly £5,500. This includes the 
cost of helping students to emigrate to the Colonies and 
Dominions and the U.S.A. 

Agricultural scholarships have been granted to the 
University of Christchurch, New Zealand, and manv in the 
U.S.A. Money has been sent to Palestine to enable students 
to finish their studies in the University at Jerusalem and 
the Technical College. Haifa. A few students have also 
been helped in this country to become Rabbis. The Hospi- 
tality Committee has found it very difficult on several 
occasions to get hospitality for Jewish students, and offers 
of this nature from Jews would be welcomed. 

As can be readily understood, the present financial posi- 
tion of I1.S.S. is rather precarious. An appeal was recently 
launched in the colleges and universities. 


THE BRITISH COUNCIL 


The British Council has organised a series of lectures 
for foreigners living in this country. They are designed 
to give the background to British life. Subjects are the 
British Parliamentary system, justice, education, music, etc., 
and lecturers include Harold Nicolson, Lord Sankey, and 
Sir Hugh Walpole. The lectures are being given every 
Thursday morning at 10.30. in the Queen Mary Hall, 
Y.M.C.A., Central Club, Great Russell Street, W.C.1. They 
are not open to the public, admission being by ticket only. 
This is due to the fact that the hall holds only 500 people. 
The cost of the whole series is small, as the lecturers are 
giving their services free. 


Men are being called up for the Pioneer Corps at the rate 
of about 200 a day. There has been active recruiting in the 
Previnces since the beginning of the year. 

There are about 6,000 Czechoslovakians—Czechs, Slovaks, and 
Sudeten Germans—over the age of 16, registered with the Czech 
Refugee Trust Pund, 61 per cent. of whom are males. They 
have not had to appear before the same Tribunals as Enemy 
Aliens, but their cases are to be examined by a Committee 
appointed by the Home Office, which is sitting as a Tribunal 
of Friendly Aliens. 

There are about 160 refugees from Italy in this country. 
Under the auspices of the Sephardi Literary Society, a club has 
been formed to cater for them. It meets every Sunday at the 
Sephardi Synagogue in Lauderdale Road, Maida Vale. There 
is an average attendance of 40 to hear the lectures and parti- 
cipate in the organised games. 


TRAINING BOYS ON FARMS 
Y.M.C.A.’s Fine Work 
FOREIGN JEWS MAKING GOOD 


There are few who are not familiar with the work of the 
Y.M.C.A. Perhaps one of the most important reasons for 
its successes lies in the fact that it is not a proselytising 
body, but is sincerely concerned with the well-being of 
every person for whom it caters. And it does not cater 
for Christians alone. There are many Jews who are 
thankful for the help and advice that they have received. 

I was given a striking example of this the other day 
writes a Jewish CHRONICLE representative), when I spoke 
to Mr. Bernard Brown, of the Y.M.C.A. Community 
Services. 

For six years the Y.M.C.A, has been operating a “ British 
Boys for British Farms” scheme, whereby urban lads 
between the ages of 14 and 18 have been trained and placed 
in agricultural employment. 


How the Scheme Works 


The scheme works very simply. The Recruiting Officers 
of the Association act in close co-operation with Juvenile 
Employment Exchanges, Boys’ Clubs, and voluntary 
organisations throughout the country. Approved appli- 
cants are sent to one or other of the three Training Centres 
at tiam Green, near Bristol, Park Hill, egginton, Derby; or 
Flint Hall, Bucks. These Centres are situated in agricul- 
tural areas where there are a number of farmers who 
co-operate in the trainmg. The lads live at the hostel, and 
are sent out daily to their respective farms. In the evenings, 
educational classes are held. The period of training 
averages ten weeks, but the boys remain under after-care 
attention for fifteen months after the first placement. 

After the completion of training the boy is placed on a 
farm which has previously been visited and found to be 
suitable, and where he receives a wage which must not be 
less than that specified under the Agricultural Wages Act. 
Parucular care is taken that in no case shall a boy usurp 
the position of an adult labourer, or take precedence in 
employment over local juvenile labour. 

| have given a description of this scheme, because many 
Jewish boys have already benefited from it. “We know,” 
Mr. Brown told me, “that there are a good many Jewish 
boys in the East End of London who would like to get on 
the land but who do not go because their parents are 
against it. We want to help those lads to get out of the 
slums, and to give them a chance, We should, therefore, 
like the Jewish Community to give some consideration to 
anything they can do to help the lads to come along.” 


160 Refugees in Training 


But apart from British-Jewish boys, this Y.M.C.A. scheme 
has been extended to refugees, and is proving very success- 
ful. The refugees were asked to participate sixteen months 
ago, and 160 of them are in training. They are treated in 
exactly the same way as the British boys. The number of 
failures has been extremely small. The reason for this is 
the fact that the Y.M.C.A. approach the matter not from 
the angle of supplying labour to agriculture, but from the 
angle of the boy. 

The cost of this work per boy ts rather small. The 
average cost of transporting a boy from his home to the 
training hostel, of maintaining and training him for ten 
weeks, providing him with a suitable outfit of clothes and 
meeting other incidental expenses—including medical treat- 
ment—-placing him in employment, and maintaining this 
system of after-care work, comes to approximately £25 
per head. 

The boys are asked to emigrate, and every one who has 
gone to Australia, for instance, has gone to a guaranteed 
job. There are direct contacts with refugee organisations, 
Jewish and non-Jewish, in Sydney, Australia. Messages 
received from a batch of lads who went to Australia in 
June describe how happily they have settled down. “ We 
have not had one adverse report about the refugee boys,” 
Mr. Brown said. 


A Word of Warning 


But there is a word of advice that I have been asked to 
pass on. It is rather serious, and merits careful attention. 

“We are feeling very strongly,” Mr. Brown remarked 
—and by “ we” he meant the representatives of the various 
refugee bodies who co-operate on the Central Agricultural 
Committee at Bloomsbury House—‘that a good many 
people are doing out of kindness something that we consider 
to be very unfair to many boys: unsettling their minds. 
The boys have been trained in agriculture despite their 
dislike of it, and have made up their minds to make a 
contribution through agriculture to this country, especially 
in the present emergency, by working hard. Because they 
have been willing to do their bit, we have done everything 
possible to help them through their Tribunals, and have 
obtained C Certificates for them. 

“ Many of their friends and relatives have most unfairl 
taken advantage of this. ‘You are too good for agricul- 
ture,’ they have said, ‘come back to London, you have a 
good certificate, and should try to get an engineering or 
professional job.” That has disturbed the boy more than 
any other factor; and it is causing, and developing, a serious 
anti-Semitic sentiment. 

“We regret this, just as much as you do,” Mr. Brown 
went on. “ But the remedy is in your hands. The fact is 
that the extent to which this is happening is pretty general, 
and farmers and others are talking about it.” 

I feel—from my work among the refugees—that we 
ought to take serious note of Mr. Brown’s words, and also 


recognise the very good work which his organisation is- 
doing in breaking down the barriers between the British 


boy and the refugee.

: as German persecution was intensified. Many thousands of refugees entered our 
i midst. As a Community we had a special duty towards them, and it was the under- | 
Standing and the intention that they should steadily and in due course be transferred . 
| to permanent homes in other lands. : 


The War has radically changed the problem. Although some thousands will | 
still be able to emigrate the flow has been obstructed, and, temporarily at least, 
increasing numbers of refugees who had found work have become unemployed and ’ 
have had to be maintained by the Council. The Council has found itself charged with 
a burden beyond its powers, and indeed beyond the unaided powers of the Community. 


The situation was brought to the attention of His Majesty’s Government by the 
Central Council together with the Christian Council, and it was appreciated that 
unless the Government co-operated the refugees must inevitably become a charge on 
the Public Assistance Authorities. —TThe Government was not less anxious than the 
P Councils to avert so calamitous a conclusion to seven years of devoted service and 
? sacrifice, and to preserve the valuable financial co-operation of the voluntary organisa- 

| tions and the even more important store of expert knowledge, sympathetic under- 
standing and personal service represented by them. The Government has offered to 
share with the Councils the financial responsibility, an offer which has been 
oratefully received. We have accepted in the firm faith that the Community, now as 
in the past, will rise to the height of its duty. 


The present appeal is for £400,000, and as before it is being made jointly by the 
Council and the Keren Hayesod, but on this occasion there will be no earmarking. 
The greater portion of the fund will necessarily be required to maintain the refugees 
in this country and to provide for their emigration. 


Palestine is, however, also peculiarly the responsibility of Anglo-Jewry, and the 
war and refugee needs bear very heavily upon her. Palestine has already given 
| a home to over 70,000 Jewish refugees from Germany and Austria, and exiles are 
| still coming there after bitter trials, many of them in a state of complete destitution. : 
In Palestine they find a welcome from their brethren, they achieve freedom under 
the British flag, and the new hope of leading useful lives as equals and co-partners 
among their own people. 


; | During the coming year the Council will devote its thought and its energies not 
simply to the maintenance of the refugees, but to the solution of the refugee problem.

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Obituary 


MR. C. M, PICCIOTTO, K.C. 


** Counsel for Jewish Defence ”’ 


A great fighter against anti-Semitic attacks was lost 
t British Jewry on Friday by the death, at the Royal 
Northern Hospital, of Mr. 
Cyril M. Picciotto, K.C., 
the well-known barrister 
and communal worker. 

In November last, he 
was taken ill after presid- 
ing at an enemy aliens 
tribunal at Hastings. 

He threw himself heart 
and soul into the work of 
Jewish defence, and as 
Chairman of the London 
Area Council (of the Co- 
ordinating Committee of 
the Jewish Board of 
Deputies) for Combating 
Anti-Semitism, he strove valiantly and energetically for 
its open-air campaign. 

Cyril Moses Picciotto was born in London in 1888, 
and was the only son of the late James and Mary 
Picciotto. His grandfather was Moses Haim Picciotto, 
who was born in Aleppo in 1807 and who was the 
founder of the English branch of the family. He was 
a former President of the Elders of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue and a founder of Jews’ College. 
Cyril Picciotto was educated at St. Paul's School and 
at Trinity College, Cambridge. In 1910, he obtained 
a first class in the Classical Tripos; in the following 
year a first class in the Law Tripos; and in 1912 was 
Whewell Scholar. He was called to the Bar at the 
Inner Temple in 1913, served on the North-Eastern 
Circuit, Military Department, India Office, 1915-19, and 
was Referee, under Widows, Orphans, and Old-Age 


Contributory Pensions Acts, 1930-32. Mr. Picciotto . 


was a member of the Council of the Jewish Historical 
Society of England, and the author of several legal 
works. 

In April, 1938, he was appointed to the rank of King’s 
Counsel. In March, 1939, he was elected representative 
of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation at the 
Board of Deputies of British Jews. 

The deceased unsuccessfully contested St. Marylebone 
in the Liberal interest at the General Election of 1929.

(Torun), Poland, for 28 years. 

Leaving Thorn, he went to Berlin, where he also acted 
as Rabbi for a number of years. In 1939 he had to flee 
from persecution, and came to London, where his son lives. 
The deceased was a great scholar and wrote several books 
on religious subjects. 


MR. LATZKI-BERTHOLDI (Tel-Aviv) 


Publicist and Territorialist 


The well-known Jewish publicist, Wilhelm (Zeev Wolf) 
Latzki-Bertholdi, has died in Tel-Aviv, Palestine. He was 
born in Kiev in 1881. He formed the first Socialist Zionist 
group while a student in Berlin. and later joined the 
Territorialist movement. In_ 1908, he visited New York as 
a member of the Territorialist Commission, and in 1909 
he issued, in Vienna, several numbers of the territorialist 
journal, JEwisH FREELAND. 

During the Great War he worked for the Ort in a number 
of Russian cities, and after the Russian Revolution he 
founded the Jewish People’s Party. He was Vice-President 
of the Jewish National Assembly in the Ukraine, and in 
1918, he became Minister of Jewish Affairs in the Ukraine. 
Later he founded in Kiev a large Jewish publishing con- 
cern, the People’s Publishing House, which he transferred 
in 1920 to Berlin as the Jewish department of the large 
Ullstein Publishing House. In 1924-25 he spent some time 
in Chile and other South American countries studying the 
possibilities of Jewish immigration. 

Latzki-Bertholdi edited several Yiddish papers. More 
recently he came back to his early beliefs in Zionism and 
was active in the Zionist Labour movement. 


DR G. GAMSA (Tel-Aviv) 


The death occurred recently in Tel-Aviv, at the age. of 
thirty-one, of Dr. Gersen Gamsa, an agrarian expert. He 
was born in Riga, where he received his early education 
before going to the University of Nancy and later to 
Hanover, where he gained a Doctorate for Engineering and 
Agrarian Research. He subsequently settled in Tel-Aviv, 
where, as a close friend of Viadimir Jabotinsky, he worked 
unceasingly for the Revisionist cause. A nephew of Mr. 
Henry Gamsa, of London, the Anglo-Belgian Zionist worker, 
Dr. Gamsa was a great Hebrew scholar, and wrote for many 
ogg and Yiddish periodicals. He leaves a widow and 
child.

BISHOP LEONARD H. BURROWS (Sheffield) 


Rapet BARNETT I. COHEN writes: 

The Right Rev. Leonard H. Burrows, who died last week 
at the age of eighty-two, was revered and beloved by all 
in Sheffield, not least by the members of the Jewish Com- 
munity. On every possible occasion he spoke from his 
many pulpits on the world’s debt to the Jew and of the 
standard of religious idealism which the Jew still held 
higher than any other people. When parting from the 
writer for the last time late in the summer, he begged the 
Jew not to forsake that faith in God which had sustained 
him for three thousand years and which would still bring 
him the confidence and reverence of all mankind. “ Be 
strong and of good courage” were the last words he ever 
uttered to me. Less than a year ago, he presided over a 
meeting of representatives of all local religious denomina- 
tions, which led to the establishment of the Sheffield Inter- 
Denominational Refugees’ Co-ordinating Committee. His 
lead in a sympathetic understanding of the Jewish ple 
and their ideals and their sufferings was loyally followed 
by all Sheffield churches, and his memory will be as greatly 
cherished by local Jewry as by the rest of the citizens. 


Rapeat GERSHON FRIEDMAN has died in Kieff at the age of 
ninety-three. 


The news of the death in Palestine last week of ACTING- 
SERGEANT WoLFre HOLLMaN, M.R.S., R.A.M.C., aged twenty- 
five, has been received at his home in Neville Street, Cardiff. 
He was the third son of the late Mr. and Mrs. Maurice 
Hollman, formerly of Clare Road, Cardiff, and at the time 
of his death was radiographer to the British Military 
Hospital, Haifa, a post he had held since October, 1938. 


The late Mr. NATHANTEL Roskin, who died recently in 
Nottingham. enlisted in the 2nd Battalion Monmouthshire 
Regiment in September, 1914. He was given a commission 
as Lieutenant in the Machine-gun Corps, and was twice 
wounded. He was promoted Captain, and served in the 
47th Royal Fusiliers (Jewish Battalion). He was buried at 
the Nottingham Jewish Cemetery. 


Two of its best-known members have been lost by 
death by the Budapest Jewish Community.

ZIONISM BANNED IN RUMANIA 
Collections Prohibited 


Zionist activities in Rumania have been brought to a 
standstill as a result of a decree of the Ministry of the 
Interior prohibiting Zionist fund collections. 

No reason for the prohibition is given in the decree, 
which states: 


“ You are hereby requested to take appropriate steps to 
enforce the strictest prohibition of alj public collections of 
funds by the Zionist Organisation of Rumania or the New 
Zionist Organisation, both by their head offices and by 
provincial branches. Propaganda material used for the 
purpose of such collections, viz.,‘pamphlets, stamps, receipts, 
appeals, boxes with candles, ¢tc., must be confiscated and 
destroyed. 

“All previous decrees issued by the Ministry of the 
Interior or the Ministry of Labour authorising such collec- 
tions are hereby revoked. 

“ In virtue hereof no propaganda directed to the collection 
of moncy Y the Jewish organisations for the * Palestine 
Upbuilding Fund,’ or for the preparation of immigration to 
Palestine may in future be tolerated 

“ Persons contravening this order will, upon being appre- 
hended, be placed on trial under the Public Collections 
regulations.” 


This prohibition of Zionist collections is the third to be 
promulgated in Rumania in recent years. The first two 
occasions were under the previous Tatarescu Governments 
in 1936 and 1937. The Zionist funds were not interfered 
with during the Goga-Cuza anti-Semitic regime.

THE CITRUS TRADE 


Brighter Prospects 
GOVERNMENT’S SHIPPING PLANS 


"From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


It was officially announced in Jerusalem last week 
that the Admiralty has agreed to provide additional 
cargo boats for the transport of Palestine citrus fruit 
from the beginning of February to the middle of March. 
The Colonial Office, the announcement further stated, 
was ready later to assist the citrus industry to obtain 
neutral cargo boats on easy terms. 

Prospects for a better season for citrus shipments 
than was originally contemplated when the war broke 
out are now becoming more evident, and it is hoped 
that at least seventy-five per cent. of the exportable 
surplus of the crop will be sent abroad, mainly, of 
course, to England. I understand that Yugoslavia may 
take about half a million cases of oranges, in return 
for apples, plums, raisins, and other fruit and com- 
modities, though this barter arrangement will naturally 
depend upon international conditions. 

Meanwhile, eflorts are being made to extend the 
citrus by-products industry. The Government has 
ordered 2,000 tons of citrus jam from various factories. 
The Pri-Pri factory has been enlarged and new locally 
made machinery installed, while a similar by-products 
plant, under the direction of a Jewish canning expert, 
who held important positions in Germany, and a Jewish 
adviser on chemistry hailing from Czechoslovakia, nas 
been opened at Kvutzath Givath Brenner, near 
Rehovoth. 

There is some speculation locally as to whether the 
frost and cold weather in Spain will cause a higher 
demand for Palestinian oranges as a result of decreased 
Spanish shipments. 


KIRIATH AMAL 


Cottage Industries Experiment 


[From our Correspondent—JeRUSALEM] 


An interesting experiment is being developed at Kiriath 
Amal, the workers’ settlement lying some ten miles south 
of Haifa in the Hartieh hills, in the promotion of cottage 
industries; and a further 200 small houses, principally tor 
unemployed workers’ families, are to be erected. The 
original residents of the settlement have been engaged on 
button-making, tile-making, 
producing wooden household articles, chairs, tables, etc. 

The promoters of these industries believe that Kuiriath 
Amal may prove a model for providing unemployed workers 
with homes, which they will build themselves, in the 
vicinity of the towns, and developing homecrafts in con- 
junction with kitchen farming. Interest in the scheme was 
recently shown by Lady MacMichael, who visited Kiriath 
Amal and invited Mrs. van Tyn, a Dutch Jewess, who ts 
responsible for the development of the woollens industry 
there, to teach her craft to Arab village women. 

It is hoped that some talented craftsmen, particularly 
refugees, will be included among the families to settle in 
the 200 new houses. Artistic woodwork and fretwork, small 
silk articles, tapestries and carpets, and metal articles are 
comprised in the programme. 


NATURAL HISTORY AT TEL-AVIV 
New Institute Planned 


The Tel-Aviv Municipal Council has approved plans for 
a new building for the Biological-Pedagogic Institute, which 
has hitherto been housed in a hut. 

A special committee has been appointed to choose the site, 
with an expected area of ten dunams. The place selected will 
probably be near the seashore or the Yarkon river. Intensi- 
fied research work in natural history will begin when the 
building is completed, and special attention will be paid 
to the flora and fauna of Palestine itself. 

The building will consist of a museum, a small zoo 
containing animals indigenous to Palestine and neighbouring 
countries, a small botanical garden, an aquarium with 
Palestine salt-water and freshwater fish, and a central build- 
ing with a lecture-hall for 300, in addition to class-rooms 
and offices, two laboratories for physical chemistry and 
biology, and kitchens. 


THE FISHERMEN OF THE YARKON

OLD SYNAGOGUE REBUILT 


Safed’s *“* Garden of Apples” 


One of the oldest synagogues in Palestine has nuw been 
put immo service again at Safed. It was built some 300 
years ago by local Jews in the name of Rabbi Isaac Lurie, 
a Cabbalist, and was called “ Garden of Apples.” The site 
was then outside the city, and Rabbi Lurie and his pupils 
would go out there on Friday evenings to “receive the 
Sabbath ™ Now the house of worship is in the centre of the 
Jewish quarter. 

Prior to the earthquake in 1936 the building was repaired, 
but the violent tremor at the time dislodged its foundations. 
It was about to be demolished by order of the authorities, 
but the local Rabbi and others raised LP.800 for its repair. 

The furniture comes from Rabbi Hirsch’s seminary in 
Frankfort, and the parochet over the Ark of the Law was 
saved from the Jewish Rabbinical College at Cologne. 


64 NEW PATENTS IN A YEAR

Proof of the inventive genius among Jewish residents 
of Palestine is to be seen in the registration of or application 
for sixty-four new patents during 1939. They included a 
cooling cevice for motor-car engines, improvements in 
accounting machines, shutters, refrigerators, printing 
machines. folding beds and chairs. methods of water- 
marking paper, removal of acid components, electric thermal 
storage, liquid fuel burners, light bricks, fruit cases, insecti- 
cide, manufacture of pure components from aluminium, 
_water tower control, and fasteners for footwear. Tel-Aviv 
and Haifa were given as the addresses in most cases. 


THE HAIFA REFINERY 
£P1.000,000 to be Spent Locally 


The Consolidated Refineries Ltd. plant in Haifa Bay is 
expected to be comp'’eted by September of this year, 


according to Mr. G. H. Cockson, of the Anglo-lranian Oil | 


Company, who is responsible for the erection of the works, 
and who its now on a short visit to Palestine. 

Mr. Cockson, describing to a _ representative of the 
PaLesTiIne Post the partial completion of the plant and the 
work during the first thirteen months as a transitory phase, 
said that the refinery, when completed, will have cost a 
sum in the neighbourhood of £P4,500,000, of which roughly 
£P1,000,000 is being spent in labour and local products. It 
is the policy of the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company, Mr. Cock- 
son said, to employ to the ful'est possible extent people 
living in the Haifa district, in order to reduce unemployment. 


EXTRACTION OF ALUMINIUM 
Discovery May Have Far-reaching Effects 


An important discovery by a Palestine scientist which may 
have far-reaching industrial effects is shortly to reach a 
practical stage, according to PaLesTINe AND MIDDLE EAST. 
This discovery is concerned with a method for the separa- 
tion of aluminium from certain clay soils. The numerous 
efforts made in the past in various countries to extract 
aluminium from clay soils, which contain in some cases a 
very high proportion of the metal, have hitherto proved 
unsuccessful because of the difficulty of separating 
aluminium from silicate and other impurities which make 
it worthless. This rich natural source of aluminium there- 
fore remained until now unused and the expensive mineral 
Bauxite has been chiefly used in the world aluminium 
industry. 

The Palestine discovery, which is now being patented, 
resents a practical method for the extraction of aluminium 
rom local clay soils. The new process makes possible the 

isolation of aluminium oxide, the source of pure aluminium, 
from certain clay soils, even of a type comparatively poor in 
aluminium content. 

Aluminium, in combination with magnesium salts, yields 
magnalium, an alloy lighter than aluminium compounds 
which is being increasingly used in the construction of 
areoplanes. It may be noted that the salts of magnesium, 
one of the lightest metals known and regarded as the 
“ metal of the future,” are contained in enormous quantities 
in the Dead Sea waters. 


THE RETURN OF THE EXILES 


It is officially stated that the High Commissioner has 
given permission to Alfred Rock and Fuad Saba to return 
to Palestine. Both were members of the former Arab Higher 
Committee (dissolved in 1937) and had been exiled. The 
High Commissioner has also granted the request of Ahmed 
Hilmi Pasha for permission to return. 


Tue Central Committee of Jewish Industrialists has decided 
to organise an industrial exhibition in Tel-Aviv to demonstrate 
the achievements and the possibilities of Jewish industry in 
Palestine. The exhibition will be opened on April 28. The 
Jewish Agency has assigned £5,000. 


Mr. HesHer Farssrein, former President of the Warsaw 
Jewish Community and leader of the Mizrachi Organisation, 
has been re-clected President of the Jerusalem Jewish 
Community. 

Tue High Commissioner has paid a visit to the Hebrew 
University and was received by Dr. Magnes. 

Tue preliminary figures for shipments of potash and bromine 
by Palestine Potash Ltd. during the past year show that a 
new record has been reached the value of exports rising from 
£P323,000 to £P328,000. 


A JewisH_ trade mission, consisting of Isaac Echtman, Vice- 
President of the Palestine Manufacturers’ Association, Isaac 
Katz, Secretary of the Tel-Aviv-Jaffa. Jewish Chamber of Com- 
merce, and Dr. A. Markus, has been visiting Syria and the

RATIONS IN BERLIN 


The Jews Can Starve 
FRANKFORI’?S HUNGER-DECREE 


If the Jews in Berlin are not dying from starvation, 
says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, tt is due entirely 
to the generosity of certain “ Aryan ” shopkeepers, who 
manage to reserve some foodstuffs for the Jewish 
customers. 

All that the Jews can get on their specially marked 
ration cards is the daily ration of bread and a meat 
ration of about a pound a week. Even potatoes are 
rarely sold to them on their ration cards. Meanwhile, 
having forbidden Jews to buy milk, fish, poultry, peas, 
barley, rice, and tinned food, including tinned milk, the 
Nazis are said to have taken steps, by means of a 
specially high duty on food parcels addressed to Jews, 
to make it difficult for them to receive these commodities 
from abroad. 

Berlin Jews also find: it difficult to obtain socks, or 
even wool for darning them. The same applies to 
shoes. They are not allowed to buy clothes, and may 
buy only one reel of sewing thread every third month. 

't has been left to the muncipality of Frankfort to 
take the most drastic step in the way of starving the 
Jews: it has decided to cancel all ration cards belonging 
to Jews and to forbid shops to sell food on such cards. 

In justification of the order, it is alleged that the Jews 
have relatives abroad who can send them food parcels, 
and therefore it is not necessary to waste food, which ts 
scarce and which can be used by the German population. 


FROM STETTIN TO LUBLIN 
First Transport of German Jews 


The first mass transfer of German Jews from 
Germany proper began on Tuesday when 800 Jews in 
the North German town of Stettin were rounded up and 
sent by railway to—it is believed—the Jewish reserva- 
tion of Lublin. 

In Danzig, 1,300 more Jews are now awaiting the 
order to leave; and Jews in Berlin fear that their turn 
may soon follow. 


‘FORGIVE US OUR WRONGS” 


By way of contrast to the atrocities of the Nazis, 
reports occasionally emerge which indicate the distinc- 
tion between the Nazis and the German people. 

Recently a number of German soldiers in Poland have 
been sending home to their relatives presents such as 
wireless sets, pieces of furniture, clothing, linen, silver, 
and even pianos which have been looted from Jewish 
homes. 

It appears, however, that many families in Germany 
who receive such presents are either returning them to 
Jewish neighbours or they are sending the equivalent of 
their value in money to the local Jewish Community, 
being reluctant to make use of goods obtained in such 
a fashion. 

Sometimes these payments are accompanied by anony- 
mous letters begging the Jews to forgive the wrongs and 
the sufferings which the Nazis are inflicting upon them. 
One letter from a German woman who sent 1,000 marks 
as compensation for articles received from a nephew 
in Poland read: “ God has already punished the sender 
of these presents by taking his life. Please forgive us 
all for the great wrong we are doing to your people.” 


GOEBBELS'’S STAR TURN 


The Nazis have been using the machinery of Julius 
Streicher’s STUERMER for the publication of propaganda 
bulletins in thirty different languages, which are being 
circulated in various countries. One of the main 
objects of the bulletins is to “ prove” that the Jews 
are in control of Britain and France, and are hence 
responsible for the war. 

Meanwhile, seeking to obtain the best of both worlds, 
the Nazi Ministry of Propaganda has been sending out 
literature appealing to Jews abroad to help Germany 
overthrow the British Empire. “As the war goes on,” 
reported the DatLy TELEGRAPH AND MorninG Post, 
“ German propaganda in neutral countries is tving itself 
into increasingly complicated knots. ... The editor

A SOP TO THE POLES 


Jew-Baiting as a D version 


The German Press in the occupied area continues to 
denounce the Jews as exploiters of Poles and, generally, 
to stir up anti-Jewish feeling among the Polish popula- 
tion. To make this propaganda more effective, the 
Nazis try to represent their own anti-Jewish measures 
as merely the continuation of the anti-Jewish policy 
pursued by the former Polish Government. 

This campaign is supported by the Nazi Press im 
Germany and particularly by the SruermerR, which in 
its latest issues has published a series of articles and 
pictures intended to expose Polish-Jewish “ arrogance 
and treachery.” One of the pictures, published under 
the caption of “An impudent Jew at the entrance of 
the Synagogue dares to give the Hitler salute,” shows 
the interior of an empty Synagogue with a single person 
inside with his hand raised in the Hitler salute. | 

Another photograph shows a. group of three 
frightened men kneeling in front of a wall with bare 
heads and with phylacteries round their arms, which 
are raised in supplication. The caption reads: “ Jews 
reciting prayers in malediction of the Goyim.” 

Polish Socialists in Warsaw who, together with Jewish 
workers, played the most prominent réle in defending 
the city, have issued a secret appeal to the Poles in 
the German-occupied areas “ not to be misled by Nazi 
anti-Jewish propaganda and to work together with the 
Jews for the liberation of Poland.” 


All the Jews of Bie'sk, in Silesia, have been driven out. 
When the last group left, the Rabbi and the leaders of 
the Community were forced to parade the streets carrying 
the Scrolls of the Law and with a huge placard reading: 
“We Jewish swine and parasites of Bielsk are leaving for 
ever. We greet you, great Fiihrer of the German people, 
for your mercy in allowing us to leave the town alive.” 


THE IMPORTANCE OF BEING 
SCHICKLGRUBER 


Adolf’s Annoying Namesake 


The Nazi authorities in occupied Poland have been 
greatly embarrassed by the discovery of a seventy-year- 
old Jew named Adolf Hittler. 

The Jewish Adolf Hittler, it is reported, is a native of 
Latvia, but he was discovered living in a village near 
Wloclawec, where he appeared before the Nazi officials 
to ask for an exit visa to return to Riga. 

At first the Gestapo were dismayed at the discovery, 
although the Jew’s name was spelt with a double 
“+.” and they refused to let him leave the village in 
order to avoid the publicity which the discovery that 
the Fiihrer’s name was common among Jews would 
give. Being a Latvian citizen, however, the Jew 
appealed to the higher authorities in Warsaw, and was 
promised that he would be allowed to leave for Latvia. 

It is recalled that in Rumania and Czechoslovakia 
there are many Jews named Hitler. Perhaps the Fihrer 
would have done better to stick to his family name of 


’ Schickigruber. Then he would have avoided these 


“non-Aryan entanglements.

PRAGUE GESTAPO CHIEF 
ARRESTED 


Embezzling Stolen Jewish Property 


The chief of the Gestapo in Prague, Herr Klein, and 
ten of his assistants are reported to have been placed 
under arrest on charges of having misappropriated to 
their own use several million marks’ worth of looted 
Jewish property. 

An inquiry disclosed that Klein, wishing to emulate 
Goering, Himmler, and Goebbels, ordered the building 
of a castle for himself. The Nazi authorities in Berlin 
grew suspicious when Klein's big order for iron and 
concrete became known. Goering is reported to have 
sent his own secret agents to Moravska-Ostrava, where 
Klein recently despoiled the whole Jewish population 
of all their valuables and sent them to Lublin. 

Klein’s arrest is said to have caused a sensation, 
chiefly because Klein had recently been promoted by 
Himmler himself to be chief of the Gestapo in Prague. 
It ts now thought that the proposed expulsion of Jews 
from Prague and other cities in the Protectorate which 
was to have begun under Klein's supervision will not 
be carried out with the same speed. 


CZECH JEWS TO CLOSE SHOPS 


Protector’s’’ New Loot 


When the Nazi Press in the Czech Protectorate began 
asserting recently that the time had come for the 
authorities to take a leaf out of the Nazi book in Poland, 
Czech Jews prepared for a new onslaught 

The blow has now fallen, in the form af a new decree 
designed to eliminate the Jews completely from 
economic life. The new measures include the com- 

lsory closing down on April | (the date of the 
incorporation of the Protectorate in the Reich Customs 
Union) of all Jewish textile, clothing, and leather goods 
stores. All other kinds of Jewish shops may also be told 
to cease business. 

All Jewish enterprises and shares in Jewish under- 
takings, real estate, and bonds are to be registered, 
and all jewellery, gold, platinum, silver, and other 
valuable articles in Jewish hands must be sold. 


About 300 Jews were taken to Gestapo headquarters after 
a raid on Jewish restaurants and cafés in Prague last Friday. 
They were fined various sums and informed that the sooner 
they emigrated the better.

WILLIAM PELLEY ARRESTED 


Head of the U.S. Silvershirts 


William Dudley Pelley, the leader of the U.S. anti- 
Jewish Silvershirts, has been arrested in Washington. 
The authorities in North Carolina allege that he had 
violated the State's regulation concerning sales of 
securities, and they have been hunting for him for the 
past three months. 

Pelley was arrested after he had finished giving testi- 
mony before the Congressional Dies Committee, which 
is investigating un-American activities. He has been 
widely suspected of being connected with the Nazis. 

With his arrest, the trio of leading anti-Semites in 
the U.S.A.—Fritz Kuhn, of the American Nazi Bund, 
and “ Silver Charlie” Coughlin, the radio priest, are 
the other two—have come within the grip of the law. 
Kuhn is now in Sing-Sing Prison serving a term of from 
two and a half to five years for embezzlement, and 
Coughlin is charged with making false statements in 
connection with the U.S. Post Office.

TALMUD TRIALS IN TWO 
COUNTRIES 


Switzerland and Yugoslavia 


Five members of the former Front National (the 
Swiss Nazi Party), including a woman and an ex-pastor, 
have been found guilty by the court of Oron of dis- 
tributing defamatory anti-Jewish pamphlets containing 
alleged passages from the Talmud and have been 
sentenced to pay various fines. 

The action was brought by the Jewish Communities 
of Lausanne, Vevey, Montreux, and Yverdon. The 
court consulted the opinion of two non-Jewish Talmudic 
experts, Professor Golay, of the University of 
Lausanne, and Professor Max. Haller, of Berne, who 
testified that the alleged texts were barefaced forgeries 
calculated to defame the Jewish religion. Both pro- 
fessors spoke in glowing terms of the high moral 
character of Talmudic teachings. 

The court, in passing judgment, reprimanded the 
defendants for their anti-Jewish activities, and while 
acquitting them of the offence of defaming the Jewish 
religion, expressed the view that the anti-Semitic 
pamphlets bore a defamatory character and showed that 
the defendants were guilty of dishonourable intentions. 


Forged Quotations

HONOUR FOR FRENCH JEWISH 
PILOT 


Three Times a Volunteer 
{From our Correspondent—P aris] 


A very unusual distinction—the rank of Grand 
Officer of the Legion of Honour—has been conferred 
on a French Jewish pilot, Lieut. Weissman, who is 
President of the National Federation of War Volunteers. 
But then Lieut. Weissman is an unusual person, as his 
record shows. 

He was, until the outbreak of the war, one of the 
most active leaders of French Jewish ex-Servicemen, 
and was also closely associated with Jewish social 
activity. Twice wounded at Verdun in 1916, with both 
legs fractured, M. Weissman was declared a 100 per 
cent. war invalid and was freed from military service. 
After having arduously learned to walk again, he volun- 
teered once more for active service, joining this time 
the French Air Force. He became a successful pilot, 
with the bringing down of twelve enemy acroplanes to 
his credit. Seven of them he shot down single- 
handed, and five in co-operation with other pilots. As 
soon as the present war broke out he gave up the 
business whose head he was and volunteered, despite 
his old leg injuries, to serve as a pilot. 

The National Federation of War Volunteers has given 
a banquet in honour of its President in connection with 


the great distinction now bestowed on him, and many 
leading politica! and military personages attended. The 
President of the Republic, M. Lebrun, sent Lieut. 
Weissman a message of congratulation.

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POLISH GOVERNMENT ON 
THE FENCE 


Divided Views on Jewish Questions 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent] 


The Polish Government in France is soon. I lear 
to deal with memoranda on the Jewish problem -_ 
mitted to them by various Jewish organisations abroad. 

They express the anxiety of the Jews at the fact 
that the Polish Government has not yet made any clear 
and exhaustive statement as to their attitude towards 
the Jews. 

One of the memoranda demands that the new 
Cabinet, before it seeks the support of Jews, make 
clear its attitude to the former anti-Jewish policy carried 
on by the Endeks and the pre-war Government; and to 
the granting to Jews of equal rights in the future 
Poland. 

General Sikorski, the Premier, has now appointed a 
special group of Cabinet Ministers to discuss the prob- 


_ ikem and prepare a draft which may serve as a reply. 


The President, M. Raczkiewicz, has already been con- 
sulted and has made his views clear to the Premier. 


Endek Diehards 


Two views exist in the Cabinet, I hear. One is for 
a frank and open statement on the Jewish question; and 
the other is for leaving the issue alone for the present 
and adopting a policy of wait and see. The first view 


Is held by the progressive elements, who are for giving 


the Jews full rights. The other group, which forms 
the majority in the Cabinet, still clings to its old Endek 
mode of thought. 


But pressure from Jewish organisations is growing, 
and the Cabinet is now inclining towards the idea of 
making a clear statement. In Jewish circle3\somé dis- 
Satisfaction was caused by the fact that so far the 
Polish Cabinet has come into contact only with the 
Zionists. The seat in the Polish National Council was 
given to a Zionist (Dr. Schwarzbart), and two other 
Zionists were appointed to diplomatic posts. This is 
taken to indicate that the Government is still thinking 
in terms of the old emigrationist idea, which was so 
strong under the pre-war regime. 


FUTURE OF POLISH JEWRY 
“Fighting the Anti-Semitic Psychosis ” 


Dr. Ignaz Schwarzbart, the Jewish representative on the 
newly formed Polish National Council, discussed the future 
of the Jews in Poland at a meeting of Jewish leaders held 
in Paris in connection with the dispatch of a’ Polish-Jewish 
delegation to the United States. 

“Our immediate tasks,’ Dr. Schwarzbart said, “are to 
Organise Polish Jewry in the different countries and to 
establish a representative organisation consisting of Polish- 
Jewish leaders living abroad. One of the chief problems, 
however, remains: how to achieve co-operation with. the 
Poles. A stronger propaganda effort among Polish émigrés 
is necessary to achieve such co-operation. 

“Anti-Semitism,” he continued, “is a psychosis, and it is 
difficult to fight against a psychosis; but we have already 
begun with the collection of documents on the services 
rendered by the Jews to Poland, which are bound to have a 
good effect. Finally, there is the problem of establishing 
contact with those statesmen who are likely to play an 
important part at the coming peace conference. This 
pone must be properly discussed. Our present task, 

owever, is to strengthen our contacts with the Poles.” 

The Reorganisation Committee of Polish Jews in Great 
Britain has now completed its work of changing the tempor- 
ary body representing Polish-Jewish citizens in England 
into a permanent organisation. A constitution has been 
worked out and plans made for wide cultural, political, 
and social activity. A general meeting is to be held on 
February 25. Among the members of the Reorganisation 
Committee were: Mr. Aronson, Dr. Fink, Mr. Zagajski, Dr. 
Merkin, Mr. E. Sosnowicz .and Mr. House (who acted as 
Joint Secretaries), and Mr. J. Cang, who acted as Chairman. 

Judee Maximilian Friede, President of the Polish-Pales- 
tine Chamber of Commerce, has arrived in London. Judge 
Friede, who played a prominent part in the social and 
economic life of Polish Jewry. is to confer with Jewish 
leaders and organisations in the Western countries on prob- 
lems connected with the future status of the Jews in Poland. 


AID FOR CARPATHO-RUTHENIAN JEWS 


In response to an urgent call for help from representa- 
tives of 140,000 Carpatho-Ruthenian Jews (now under 
Hungarian rule), a Central Aid Committee has been formed 
in London on which the Chief Rabbi, Sir Montague 
Burton, J.P.. Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., the Hon. Mrs, Charles 
Rothschild, Colonel J. Wedgwood, M.P., and others are 
represented. 

The Committee will concentrate its work mainly on 
facilitating emigration to oversea countries, including 
Palestine, South America, and Africa. Contact has alread 
been established with the Colonial Office, as well as wit 
the Dominions. The immediate task will be to give all the 
help available. Colonel Wedgwood, who knows the posi- 
tion of Carpatho-Ruthenian Jewry intimately from _ per-

WORLD PROBLEMS AND THE LEAGUE 
A Committee is Born 


An event took place at the Peace Palace at The Hague 
last week which may have important bearings on the Jewish 
question in the various European States. It was the open- 
ing by the representatives of Argentina, Australia, Belgium, 
Great Britain, France, the Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, 
Switzerland, and Turkey, as well as several high officials 
of the Permanent Court of International Justice and of 
the League of Nations, of discussions with a view to estab- 
lishing a “Central Committee for Economic and Social 
Problems.” The discussions follow a League of Nations’ 
decision of last December. 

The Committee, when it is formed, will have to deal with 
problems connected with raw materials, colonies, distribu- 
tion of products, food transportation, exchange of goods, 

robably including the barter system, and facial problems, 
including the Jewish question. It will work independently 
of the League with the object of assisting and co-operating 
with all nations, whether or not they are members.

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THE AMERICAN MISSION 


THE dispatch by Mr. Roosevett of his Under- 
Secretary of State, Mr. SUMNER WELLES, to Rome 
and the three belligerent capitals, and the conversa- 
tions initiated by Mr. Cornett HULL with some of 
the neutral States follow at a short interval the special 
American mission already sent to the Vatican. These 
steps do not indicate any attempt to engineer an early 
and premature peace, much as the average man, and 
especially the sorely tried Jew, must long for the end 
of the war. But reasonable men recognise that peace 
must come some day, and that the sooner it 1s reached, 
without detriment to the highest human interests, the 
better for our threatened civilisation. 

If the American missions and conversations are 
intended to prepare for the inevitable peace conference, 
and, as we are told, to explore the possibilities of 
attaining eventual disarmament and a new economic 
order, they can be welcomed as the laying up of future 
blessings. It is even conceivable that the drawing up 
of plans for these important purposes, agreed to by a 
number of neutral Governments and backed by the 
power and authority of the United States, would per- 
suade the less war-hungry elements in Germany that 
the path to peace is well worth examining as preferable 
to the present road to utter exhaustion. 

In the course of his investigations in Europe, MR. 
SUMNER WELLES will have an opportunity of collecting 
for the information of PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT still 
further particulars of the agonising plight of Jewry 
to-day. He will, it is hoped, be able thus to provide 
valuable information on this matter in which his chief 
has shown-a profound concern. A great deal has 
been spoken lately by Jewish leaders of the necessity 
for the preparation of Jewish peace aims. It is recog- 
nised as an imperative if difficult task, calling for the 
fullest marshalling of the facts and the greatest wis- 
dom in suggesting proposals. How urgent this work 
is, the announcement of MR. WELLES’s mission makes 
plain; and responsible Jewish leaders should spend 
every effort to secure that no opportunity which may 
offer itself of acquainting the American visitor with 
authoritative information and responsible opinion on 
the subject of the Jewish position and the future of the 
Jewish people should be missed. 

If there were any doubt in the American mind as to 
what is the true issue of this war, it must surely be 
resolved by the spectacle of Poland’s unparalleled 
torture at this hour. A_ heavily armed bully has 
sprung upon a weaker people and is brutally throttling 
its national life. Unoffending men, women, and child- 
ren, including many Jews, are murdered in cold blood. 
The intellectual classes, and all those capable of lead- 
ing a resurrected Polish State, are shot down or sent 
to rot in concentration camps. Poles, in great num- 
bers, young and old, are hounded from their homes 
often to death. And all this to kill the courage of the 
people and facilitate the theft of Polish soil. In short, 
it is the wicked old principle of “ Vae victis”’ in its 
most savage form, the theory of superior races who are 
alone fit to live and rule carried to the foulest depths 
of cruelty and barbarity. 

Nazi scribes and tub-thumpers are fond of asserting 
that Britain, too, in the course of her history, has been 
guilty of outrages. A miserable plea which, to start 


with, rests on the rotten foundation that there is no 
moral progress in the world and that, if there is, it 
should not be recognised. But in point of fact, 
Britain’s conquests have actually proved only the pre- 
ludes to. independence for the conquered. She 
defeated the Boers, and then returned to them their 
virtual independence. She became mistress in India, 
and is now progressively engaged in making the 
Indian peoples masters in their own land. In all the 
great Dominions over which the British flag flies there 
is complete freedom, and in all the Colomies there go 
on steadily preparations for self-government and 
perpetual care for their inhabitants, to which no 
one has more emphatically testified than Hitler him- 
self. To compare this benevolent policy with the 
inexorable forcing of inferiority on subject nations, 
through rape, murder, and dismemberment, is a 
wanton and grotesque perversion of the truth which 
can deceive no reasonably informed man. Even when 
occasionally a British representative abroad has 
wrongly used his power, an outcry has arisen at home 
and the party held to be responsible has not only been 
repudiated but punished—witness General Dwyer and 
Warren Hastings. But, to the infinite distress of 
foreign observers, no such outcry has come from the 
German people against the Polish horrors and no open 
protest against the German pogrom. 

Such, in brief, is the grim issue that the world has 
to face: the annihilation or survival of moral prin- 
ciple; the consecration or destruction of the iniquitous 
theory, recurringly raised in German history, that 
necessity knows no law; the preservation of human 
dignity and freedom or their suffocation—in a word, 
law or chaos. “ Weltmacht: oder Niedergang” — 
“world domination or downfall” —is the old 
German cry. If that aspiration ts fulfilled, it can only 
be civilisation that will go down in a sea of blood. 
PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT, in speech after speech, has 
shown himself intensely conscious of the appalling 
danger. It is not possible that, in all his peace 
strivings, praiseworthy as these are, he has ever lost 
sight of it. Such a defection is unthinkable in the 
land of the free American democracy and its great 
Constitution, which is a veritable charter of human 


— liberties. He will assuredly see to it that, so far as he 


and his countrymen can ensure it, the peace will be 
both a durable and endurable one, a peace that will 
banish minority torture, and be acceptable to liberal- 
minded and merciful men—and not least to a German 
nation cured of its moral insanity, 


POLISH GOVERNMENT AND THE JEWS 


IN memoranda submitted to the Polish Government 
in France, various Jewish organisations abroad express 
anxiety at the failure of that Government so far to 
make any clear and exhaustive statement as to its 
attitude towards the Jews. Surely this anxiety of the 
organisations is not an unreasonable one. A detailed 
Polish statement on peace aims is not surrounded with 
the difficulties which beset any like declaration of 
aims by the Allied Powers. A frank and honest state- 
ment of what the Polish Authorities contemplate for 
their Jews, many of whom incidentally are now serving in 
the Polish Legion, could be issued without embarrass- 
ment. It need certainly not embarrass Poland's 
relations with her democratic Allies. Up till now there 
have been nothing but isolated promises by individual 
leaders, and even these statements ill accord with the 
continuous anti-Semitic tone of the Polish official 
organ. According to our former Warsaw Correspon- 
dent, the Cabinet is divided between its progressive 
elements, who favour a declaration of full equality for 
the Jews, and a larger group which remains stubbornly 
anti-Jewish and is demanding a wait-and-see policy. It 
is profoundly to be hoped that the more enlightened 
and, in the circumstances, the wiser party will carry 
the day. A Poland crying for the revival of its 
liberties while refusing to commit itself to restoration 


of the liberties of one-tenth of its own people would 
_be a sorry jest, 


THE NEW APPEAL 

ALTHOUGH these are early days in which to assess 
the prospect of the new appeal just launched for the 
German refugees in this country, it can be said with 
some certainty that its vital importance is not being 
minimised or overlooked. It could not be otherwise. 
British Jewry to-day is challenged to do an obvious 
and pressing duty. It could shirk that obligation only 
at the cost of letting down a Government which is itself 
shouldering a portion of the burden of relief and, no 
less serious, of forfeiting in large degree the national 
goodwill. The first is unthinkable on grounds of 
honour. The second is taboo on selfish considerations 
of prudence. It is, in fact, not only the respect of our 
fellow-citizens which is in question but the forfeiture 
of our self-respect, and it is a truism to say that when 
a people loses its self-respect it loses all. Especially 
does that truth hold good of a people like the Jews, 
assailed, belittled, and rejected on all hands. There 
must be no hesitation on the part of the Community. 
They must examine in a generous, if careful, spirit the 
very utmost that they can give and, in short, rise 
to the full height of an emergency unparalleled 
even in the history of the Jewish people. Our brethren, 
and this dear land, are calling to us. Let us not close 
our ears to that call, and so commit what would be both 
a folly and a crime! 


REFUGEE RELIEF—NEW SCALE 

It is believed in knowledgable circles that a readjust- 
ment is probable of the rates of relief granted to 
refugees, so as to bring them, in all cases, into line with 
the Public Assistance grants. In principle, the fairness 
of this change cannot be contested. But it is equally 
fair to point out that most of the refugees are in a 
worse position than those in receipt of public assistance, 
The opportunities for refugees to supplement their 
allowance by the help of relatives is negligible, most of 
these being still abroad and in any case not in a position 
to give. Most of them, again, have no savings of any kind 
to fall back upon. Further, they are practically debarred 
from taking work, while their lack of familiarity with the 
country which has generously given them haven and 
is helping to maintain them here prevents them from 
making their humble resources go as far as possible in 
the ways in which experienced British housewives are so 
fortunately proficient. Taking these circumstances 
into account, it seems doubtful whether the total 
assistance allotted to the refugees as the result of the 
change referred to will not, in effect, be less than the 
sums which British “ out-of-benefits” receive. This 
point should be borne in mind. 


“ AUSTRALIA WILL BE THERE” 


THe arrival of the Anzacs in the Middle East is a 
thrilling episode in the war and a magnificent stimulus, 
if any indeed were needed, to the determination of the 
home country. It should also act as a final disillusion- 
ment of the blind old German confidence that the 
Empire was in a state of incipient dissolution and that 
the Dominions would leave the Homeland to fight its 
own battles. If only the other Nazi obsessions are as 
frail as this the war should not be so prolonged as even 
the Government anticipate. The armies from down 
under are following closely the trail left by their pre- 
decessors in the last war. It seems as though at the 
approach of danger and the sound of the old challenge 
that gallant host has sprung to life again. Certainly 
its fine, intrepid spirit and its high ideals live once 
more in its successors. Like the Anzacs of a quarter 
of a century ago, they realise that the issue is starkly 
one of freedom or enslavement and that the decision 
will affect not only the belligerents but British and other 
lands, however distant; and, unlike the neutrals, who stand 
shivering on the brink, they have plunged without delay 
into a conflict which will determine the whole future 
of mankind. That the Australian and New Zealand 
troops should once again be tramping the soil of the 
Middle East on a quest of human liberty illustrates 
vividly the very heart of the problem which Germany 
sets the world. It is the problem whether at recurring 
periods men are to have to march out to defend their 
dearest and most elementary rights. The Allies would 
be fatally ill-advised if they did not firmly resolve 
that this time shall be the last and that there shall not 


be a third Australian expedition, twenty-five years 
- from now, to save Civilisation from 


aggression. 
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IF THE WAR WENT EAST 


Tue news of the Anzacs cannot but bring to mind 
the fact that their predecessors in the Great War were 
led by a conforming Jew, Sir John Monash, a gallant 
patriot who performed distinguished service. So 
considerable was his military capacity that Mr. Lloyd 
George has described him as the most outstanding 
figure in that conflict, and the proposal was even at one 
time broached that he should be invested with the 
supreme command of all the British troops in the field. 
We can recall these facts without disparagement of 
those whe have succeeded to the position he held, if 
only as a tribute to the tolerant spirit which rules the 
Australian people, that same spirit which has brought 
them once again overseas to fight for freedom. One of 
the Jews who won the VC. in the last war, Lieut. 
Leonard Keysor, was a member of the Australian 
Force. The fact that the new army has its war stations 
in the Middle East and is now camped on Palestine 
soil has, however, a particular significance for Jews. 
It emphasises the possibility that the war may extend 
to that part of the world—an extension in which 
Palestine would inevitably be involved. One may 
be sure that, in that event, the Yishuv would play 
its part ungrudgingly and manfully. Its exceptionally 
high percentage of offers of military service effectively 
demonstrates that truth; and, given the assent of the 
military authorities and the necessary training facilities, 
the Jews of Palestine could become an_ increasing 
military factor in the issue. The pity is that through 
departmental short-sightedness the industrialisation of 
the country has been retarded rather than expedited and 
that thus has been prevented an even earlier and 
weightier contribution from Palestine Jewry to the 
ultimate Allied victory.

Tue death, at an early age, of this beloved person- 
ality must surely have caused a pang of intense regret 
in all who were privileged to know him. His charm of 
manner and his gentleness had been a happiness to 
experience. But with these qualities went a burning 
zeal for the welfare of his people, totally unmarked by 
any thought of self-seeking. In nothing that he 
attempted on their part or strove to achieve was there 
any idea but that of doing a public duty. He was, 
indeed, the ideal public worker, considerate for others, 
tolerant of different views, but working without stint 
for what he believed to be right and true. He was, in a 
word, the beau ideal of the British Jew, rising to the 
highest standards of conduct prescribed by his country 
and the noblest teaching of his own religious faith. 
And to it all he added natura! gifts of no mean order, 
invariably put to the best use, and calculated to give 
him a distinguished position had he only been spared 
to reap the reward. Such men are not so abundant 
that we can let their death pass without an expression 
of deep sorrow and a tribute of abiding respect. One 
word must be added. That a man habitually so kindly 
and so reluctant to think ill of others should have 
thrown himself into the defence campaign against 
Fascist anti-Semitism with such vigour and determina- 
tion was not only an expression of good citizenship but 
a witness to the gravity and wickedness of the con- 
tinuous incitements which mark and disgrace that 
movement, 


ANOTHER HITLER IN THE FIELD 


As reported in another column, the Nazis in their 
part of occupied Poland have been thrown into con- 
sternation by the discovery of an old Jew bearing che 
same name as their adored Fiihrer. This was not, of 
course, just another example of “ Jewish impudence.” 
There are hundreds of other Jews abroad named, for 
good or ill, Hitler, and this particular one, seeing that 
he is 70 as against the mere 50 of “ handsome Adolf,” 
acquired it long before it graced the noble figure of the 
Berchtesgaden eyrie. True, this sturdy patriarch spelt his 
name with a couple of “ts.” But the fact that he answered 
to the same sound as the Fuhrer, and might have evoked 
a “Heil Hitler” from some incautious wag who had 
learned the awful truth, was enough for the local Nazis. 
This sharing by so many Jews of Hitler’s name is 
decidedly unpleasant—for Jews. It is not their fault. 
Why cannot the most notorious of the Hitler tribe stick 
to his family name of Schicklgruber? It would be less 
melodious and certainly less easy on the tongue—but 
more fearsome-sounding. That, surely, should appeal 
to the roaring, ranting, shrieking, screaming “ hero” of 


~the Munich Putsch—after which gallant .“ battle “he 


“ lived to fight another day.”

Question of the Rabbis’ 
Association 


“PROTECTION OF THE COMMUNITY” 


Continuing the discussion, 

Mr. L. A. Franks said that a great deal of trouble had 
been caused some time back for the Board when the local 
Shochetim formed a union. Now the Rabbis had formed 
an Association, and he was anxious about the sible 
consequences of this. He wanted to know whether the 
Agudath Ha-Rabbanim came into being with the know- 
ledge and authority of the Shechita Board. 

The Chairman replied that he had been kept informed by 
Rabbi Dr. Altmann about the formation of this organi- 
sation, but it was not a matter in regard to which the 
Shechita Board had authority. Mr. Sicree explained that 
the protection of the community against men who did not 
hold a proper Semicha would be helped by the formation 
of this Association which, he understood, was intended to 
comprise all the accredited Rabbis who _ represented 
established congregations. 


The Prices of Kasher Meat and Poultry 


Among other matters discussed were the prevailing 
prices of meat and poultry. Mr. Hecht asked whether the 
Board could not take action in view of the high prices, and 
exercise some control- over the poultry-dealers. Mr. 
Sicree said the meat prices were controlled by the Govern- 
ment, and, with regard to poultry, the Shechita Board had 
no control whatever over the prices, but had always left 
the matter to the competition of the dealers. He was sure 
that if the community would take a stand and refuse to 
pay excessive prices that might be démanded by the 
poultry-dealers, the prices would come down sharply 
within a week. 

Referring to the question of Kasher meat supplies under 
the new Food Control arrangements, Mr. Sicree said that 
it gave him much pleasure to express sincere gratitude to 
the officials at the Manchester abattoirs for their exceed- 
ingly sympathetic treatment of the Jewish community. 
They had gone out of their way to meet Jewish religious 
requirements. 


Kasher Food for Evacuee Children 


Messrs. Eli Fox and H. Heilpern urged that attention 
be given immediately to the task of providing Kasher food 
for the evacuated Jewish children. Mr. Sicree, in reply, 
said that it was impossible to send Kasher food into the 
non-Jewish homes where the Jewish children were bulleted, 
and inquiries revealed that most of the Jewish parents 
were not particular to have their children placed in hostels 
(where the Kashruth problems could have been got over) 
and, finally, since the children were scattered over a wide 
area, it was not practicable to arrange Kasher canteens. 
Since the Shechita Board had now relieved the Jewish 
parents of financial responsibility for the Jewish instruction 
of their evacuated children, surely the parents could on 
their own account send parcels of Kasher food at least 
once a week to their children. 

Mr. Sicree referred to a report which he had received 
from the Evacuation Education Sub-Committee, which 
showed that substantial Jewish education was being given 
regularly to anchester children in several reception 
areas, and this had the efiect of maintaining in them a 
consciousness of their Judaism and a pride in their people.

Increasing Expenditure 
[From our Correspondent) 


Presiding at the monthly meeting of the Council of 
the United Hebrew Congregation, Mr. D. |. Sandelson 
congratulated Professor Brodetsky upon his election as 
President of the Jewish Board of Deputies. 

Mr. Henry Freedman, Treasurer, said that he hoped, 
when submitting the next balance-sheet at the annual 
meeting, it would show that however much their 
expenditure was mounting up, their revenue was like- 
wise increasing satisfactorily. During the past year, 
the increase in the bank overdraft was caused by the 
purchase price of the Moortown Synagogue. 

Mr. B. Harrison expressed regret that although the 
majority had discharged their responsibility in respect 
of the dome levy, there was still an amount of £600 
due from the minority. 

Mr. M. Sclare said that had it not been for the 
Congregation embracing all kinds of activities for the 
good of the Community as a whole, they would not have 
had to make such heavy demands upon their members. 
He criticised, in particular, the amount spent by the 
Congregation on Hebrew education, not specifically for 
their members but for all the Community, a charge 
which he thought should be borne by funds from the 
Board of Shechita.

THE TALMUD TORAH 


More Financial Support Needed 


The Glasgow Talmud Torah has suffered a heavy 
decline in annual subscriptions—amounting to approxi- 
mately £140—during the year. This was intimated at a 
meeting of the Talmud Torah held last week, with Mr. 
L. Jackson in the chair. 

Mr. L. Daets, J.P., said that the annual subscriptions 
had increased by about £100 since the last meeting. 
total income for 1939 amounted to £2,600, while the 
expenditure was £2,861. The sum due to the bank was 
£794. It had been decided to launch an intensive cam- 
paign in an effort to obtain the outstanding subscriptions. 

Dr. Friedlander said that the local Bar Cochba had 
promised to co-operate with and give their support to the 
Talmud Torah. He reported that four classes were being 
held in the morning, and two in the afternoon, on six days 
per week, at the Institution. He expressed gratification at 
the progress being made at the Hebrew classes in Ayr, 
where 26 children were attending. Good attendances were 
also being maintained at the classes in Annan. 

The position of the Garnethill Hostel was discussed at 
a meeting of the Jewish Refugee Committee last week. 
Mr. J. Sachs, J.P., presided. It was stated that although 
the refugee children formerly living at the hostel had been 
evacuated at the outbreak of war, the hostel was still 
functioning, and a dozen trainees, with the staff in charge, 
were resident there. A letter was read from the Billeting 
Officer at Perth stating that Owing to the closing of certain 
houses in that area, where some of the refugee children 
had been evacuated, it would be necessary to find alterna- 
tive accommodation for about 12 boys. 


The Glasgow Women’s Refugee Committee has decided 
to give grants of £150 each to the Garnethill Hostel, Glas- 
gow, and the Whittingehame Farm School, East Lothian.

CONTROL KASHER FOOD PRICES 


in view of the rapidly rising prices Jewish housewives 
are experiencing in connection with Kasher foodstuffs and 
the increasing number of complaints one hears on all sides, 
has not the time arrived for the leaders of the Community 
to take some form of action in order to keep a check on 
the advancing prices? Your columns of last week referred 
to the trouble in Glasgow over the cost of meat. in 
Manchester poultry was one week-end being sold at Is. 9d. 
per Ib., whilst non-Jewish dealers were charging only 
Is. 2d. per Ib. Attention was also drawn recently in your 
columns to an increase of a Id. per Ib. on the price of 
Matzoth. Hardly a month elapses without further 
increases in Kasher food prices. I suggest that the London 
Board of Shechita call together a conference of delegates 
from the main Provincial centres in order to form a Kasher 
Food Price Control Board, whose task it would be to fix 
a reasonable standard of rates for all Jewish foodstuffs 
based upon the prices prevailing in non-Jewish shops. 
This Board would naturally assess the small increase over 
the general prices which Jews ought to pay to meet their 
particular requirements and would also from time to time 
issue a list of the prices fixed by it for the guidance of 
housewives.“ Jewish Housewire,” Manchester, 14.

Speaking of Pesach arrangements for evacuees, “A.M.M.” 
asks: “ And how will they be provided for?” My first letter 
to you on this subject, published on January 19, asked that 
question. Yet I have received no reply from any respon- 
sible Jewish authority, Everyone agrees that there must 
be communal sedarim. The majority believe that com- 
munal kitchens must be set up for the eight days. It seems 
obvious that some responsible person, or persons, must be 
sent to every centre to conduct the sedarim and look after 
the welfare of the evacuees during that week. But the 
Central Jewish Committee for Problems of .Evacuation has 
announced no decision. The Joint Emergency Committee 
has not published particulars of the decisions reached at 
its recent meeting which was specially called to discuss the 
question. No responsible Jewish authority has seen fit to 
indicate how the problem is to be solved. This ts a sad 
state of affairs. “A.M.M.” mentioned the question of 
money. If money can be raised for the relief of German 
and Polish Jewry, then surely it should be forthcoming 
when English Jewry—mainly children—need it. Please 
allow me to repeat my question so that it may have a 
greater chance of claiming the attention of some responsible 
Jewish authority. What is going to happen to the evacuated 
Jewish children during the week of Pesach?—Mr. T. Davip

FIGHTING DISRUPTION 


Defence Campaign's Fresent Tasks 
MEETING THE LIES ABOUT WAR 


‘From Our Special Correspondent) 


The Jewish defence campaign is about to recommence 
operations. But many of its new war-time tasks are 
likely to be different from those before the war. 

First and foremost, I believe that it must act as a 
disseminator of facts about the Jews. No speaker 
should allow himself to be led up a false path by 
agitators who will deliberately seek to arouse feeling on 
the question of “ responsibility for the war.” 

1 spoke the other day to a Fascist sympathiser who 
told me quite frankly that “we will bamboozle every 
Jew on the question of the war.” Inquiry revealed that 
the tactics would be something as follows: The defence 
speaker will be asked: Are you for or against the war? 
If his reply can be construed as being in favour of the 
war. the Fascist whoop will go up: “ See, we told you, 


the Yids want the war.” If he says, “ I am against the 
war,” the anti-Semites will charge him with leading 
the attack from the rear and allowing non-Jews to die 
“in a Jewish quarrel.” 

Of course, the question itself is one of those heckler’s 
booby-traps like the old favourite: “ Are you going to 
cease beating your wife? Answer me yes or no!” The 
proper answer, therefore, to the interjector who asks 
“Are you for or against the war?” is to reply that 
the question is an absurd one, like asking “ Are you for 
Or against surgical operations?” If you are convinced 
that the surgeon’s knife is the lesser of two evils, then 
you are for an operation. Every Jew who ts led by the 
overwhelming evidence to the conclusion that Britain 
and France are compelled to fight to protect them- 
selves against enslavement by a Germany which 
demands the domination of Europe—every such Jew 
must wholeheartedly support the action of the Allies 
in fighting. The speaker can go on to give a detailed 
reply to such false allegations, for instance, as that 
Jewish financiers are responsible for the war. 

Secondly, I believe that the defence campaign must 
emphasise that the voice of the pro-Nazis can be heard 
clearly in the land—at Fascist meetings. 

The following pathetic statement that was issued to 
the Press by the B.U.F. recently, is eloquent testimony 
to this. “ For a long period before the war,” the state-

ment reads, “ we expelled any member who was known 
to feel or to behave like a German or member of any 
foreign nationality.” [My italics.] No statement was 
made about the encouragement of Blackshirts to visit 
Nazi Germany and to read as much National Socialist 
literature as possible. 


The Trojan Horse 


In a recent issue of THe JewisH CHRONICLE, an 
editorial note pointed out how the Nazis would be 
helped by internal disruption here. Anti-Semitism was 
described as the Trojan horse by which the enemy was 
seeking to destroy and conquer. I think it is important 
that the defence campaign should recognise that anti- 
Semitism is at the present moment only part—it Is true 
the most important part—of a general “ diversion ” 
campaign. | 

1 am told that in Bristol, for instance, apart from anti- 
Jewish feeling, there is a great deal of anti-Welsh 
feeling—and Fascist elements are not slow to take 
advantage of that. Fascists have also been busy in the 
dock areas in Cardiff and Liverpool in arousing anti- 
Negro feeling. The more disharmony that exists, the 
easier their job of undermining the country from within. 
In certain country towns not far from London—and in 
parts of London, too—a great deal of anti-Irish feeling 
is being stimulated. Nazi-Fascist forces at the present 
moment are working on every dissatisfied element. 
Like the devil, the Fascists can- adopt many guises in 
pursuit of their nefarious purposes. 


SILVERTOWN BY-ELECTION 
Mosleyite Candidate 


In the Silvertown by-election, caused by the retirement 
of the Labour representative, Mr. Jack Jones, Mosiey’s 
British Union of Fascists are running T. P. Moran as their 
Fascist candidate on a “stop the war” platform. The 
same “stop the war” appeal is being employed by the 
Communist candidate. Moran was in charge of Mosley’s 
propaganda in Wales. The Fascist campaign will open 
this (Friday) evening, when Moran and Mosley will speak 
at the Canning Town public baths. 

The Fascist campaign in this election is being run not 
from Silvertown but from the Blackshirt district head- 
quarters in Salmon Lane, in the Limehouse constituency — 
an indication that the Mosleyites have no real following 
in Silvertown. The Fascist agent is a Mr. Hillman, of 
Forest Gate. 

The Mosleyites are putting every ounce of energy they 
can command into this election, and have issued orders 
to all their members in the London area to leave any 
other Fascist work they are doing and devote the whole of 
their efforts to the Silvertown election. Polling is on 
Thursday next. 


SHOPKEEPERS AND ANTI-SEMITISM 


A warning against the danger of the rise of anti- 
Semitism because of the financial plight of London since 
evacuation and the black-out was made last week alt a 
meeting of the London Traders’ Defence League. 

Speaking at a meeting of Press representatives at the 
Howard Hotel, Norfolk Street, Strand, called to discuss the 
League's proposals for the relief of London's traders, Mr. 
©. Esam-Carter (Provisional Chairman) said: “I notice 
again and again in the course of my work, particularly in 
Hampstead, where there are a lot of refugees, that there 
is a strong tendency to anti-Semitism. I don't think any 
of us wants that, but it is the natural result of the state of 
injustice which affects the middle classes. Nazism came 
about in Germany as a result of a similar sort of situation.” 

Many instances of hardship among traders were given, 
and the meeting heard the League's demands to the Govern- 
ment for various kinds of relief. 

Window-slashing “ black-out heroes” last week scratched 
the word “Jew” on 25 shops in King Street, Hammer- 
smith. and in side streets. The victims of this outrage 
included a number of non-Jewish traders. 


TALMUD TORAH TRUST 


A meeting of the Council of the Talmud Torah Trust was 
held recently at Woburn House. Headmasters, secretaries, 
and members of the Education Committee were also present 
by invitation. The Rev. Isaac Goldston presided. 

The Chairman stated that the Joint Emergency Committee 
had decided to allocate to the Trust for the next half-year 
a sum of money up to £700 for the maintenance of Talmud 
Torahs in London, including payments to teachers who had 
been displaced by the outbreak of war. It was proposed to 
find work for these teachers in the Talmud Torahs. and Mr. 


Herbert Adler, Director of Jewish Education, explained the 


scheme in detail. He also paid a tribute to the assistance 
given to the Joint Emergency Committee by Mr. Halpern, 
Education Officer of the Talmud Torah Trust, who travelled 
throughout the country and also edited a magazine for 
scattered children, “ Young Jewry’s Weekly.” 

Among the seniors, the First Scholarship, value £35, was 
won by Isaac Goodman, of Manchester, while among the 
juniors the Second Scholarship (£15) was won by Hirsch 
Benjamin Menchowsky, of Leeds, and the Third (£10) by 
Edward Park, of Stamford Hill. In the Preparatory Grade 


the first prize (£3) was awarded to Lionel Lightman, of 
Stamford Hill.

FROM THE JEWISH PRESS 


THE JEWS OF FINLAND 


_What has happened to the small Jewish Community in 
Finland? A writer in the Forwarp (New York) says 
that, unfortunately, Jewish organised life in that country 
practically disappeared in the first few weeks of the war. 

The splendidly organised communities in Helsingfors, 


_ Viborg, and Aba no longer exist, the writer goes on. All 


adult Jews as well as the youth have voluntarily joined the 
fighting forces. It is amazing, he says, how Jewish children 
from the age of ten onwards have eagerly and 
enthusiastically joined the national services. Indeed, Jewish 
patriotism has had a tremendous effect on the Finnish 
population, who warmly appreciate the Jewish contribution 
to the resistance against the Russians. The wealthier Jews 
have readily parted with their fortunes, while Jewjsh shop- 
keepers have given all their available stock to the military 
forces. Many Jewish women, especially the younger ones, 
have also volunteered for the Finnish Army. The older 


-women and children, however, who evacuated from the 


cities, are scattered in the villages and smaller towns. 
Jewish businesses as well as houses have been closed up in 
the bigger cities. 

The position of several thousands of the older Jews and 
the women and children, continues the writer, is tragic, and 
worse still is the fate of many hundreds of Jewish refugees 
from Germany and Austria who had found in Finland a 
place of refuge during the last year or so. These Jewish 
refugees were comparatively wel! placed in Finland; after 
having obtained permission from the authorities to remain 
there, they were cared for by the Finnish Jewish community. 
Now, however, they are left unprovided for. An appeal 
to the Jewish community in Stockholm on behalf of these 
refugees would probably meet with a favourable response, 
but the problem is how to take them over. 


“MARRANO SOLDIERS” 

The American-Jewish Press contains adverse com- 
ments on the news from London that Jewish young 
men called up for service are concealing the fact that 
they are Jews because of the fear that the Germans 
will treat Jewish prisoners of war as they treat the 
German Jews. 

A writer in the Jewish MORNING JOURNAL (New York) is 
Outraged at this development of what he calls “ Marrano 
soldiers ” in the British Army. It is not, he says, an agree- 
able subject to discuss, but, on the other hand, it would 
be disgraceful not to react to such a serious matter, even 
at the present tragic time. He considers it most humiliating 
that Jewish young men drafted for military service should 
deliberately conceal their Jewishness because they may be 
subjected to severe treatment if captured by the Germans. 
Without any desire to assume the réle of moral preacher 
and while admitting that their fear is not altogether unjusti- 
fied, the writer fails to see how a young Jew can on that 
account adopt such a humiliating attitude and suppress 
his Jewishness. 

Equally disappointed is a writer in the ToG (New York) 
at the “ undignified attitude” of such Jews. He commends 
the statement published in THe JewtsH CHRONICLE by 
Dayan Gollop and Rabbi Dr. Rabinowitz appealing to 
Jewish youths not to hide their Jewish identity. It might 
have been thought, the writer says, that the Jews. would 
have been proud to proclaim their readiness to fight against 
the greatest enemy of the Jewish people; they should take 
pride in their Jewishness and proclaim as loudly as possible 
that they are serving onthe side of justice and righteous- 
ness. The article supports the point made by THe JEwItsH 
CHRONICLE that by concealing the fact that they are Jews 
grave injustice is done to the cause of Jewry, because the 
number of Jews serving in the British Forces will be 
seriously underestimated. 


. * * 
US. QUOTA SUSPENSION ? 


Attention is drawn in an article in the JewisH 
MoRNING JOURNAL (New York) to the fresh disaster 
that threatens Jewish refugees anxious to enter the 
United States. There is reason to believe, the article 
states, that there is a growing tendency in certain 
quarters in the United States to prevail upon Congress 
to suspend the immigration quotas into the United 
States for the duration of the war. It is reported that 
the Senate Immigration Committee has already approved 
such a proposal, and the only exception is in regard to 
20.000 children, who will be admitted during the next 
two years provided that homes are found for them. 

It is scarcely necessary to stress, says the writer, what a 
terrible disaster this would be for a considerable section of 
humanity, and especially for Jewish refugees. The serious- 
ne: of the proposal may be gauged from the fact that 
during 1939, 30,000 Jewish refugees were able to find a 
haven in the United States. If, however, the existing quota 
is suspended, only 10,000 children can enter the country tn 
1940 and not one adult refugee. It is scarcely conceivable, 
continues the article, that Congress could be prevailed upon 


to commit such illiberal cruelty at a time when the majority 
of American political leaders are condemning Hitlerism and 
German massacres so scathingly. 

It is hardly believable, the writer concludes, that President 
Roosevelt and all the other champions of the “ New Deal” 
would permit such an outrage to be inflicted and Hitler to 
be presented with so striking a weapon for his propaganda. 
Jewish leaders in the United States are urged not to remain 
idle and to begin a dignified campaign against it before it 
is too late. 


DISQUIET ABOUT SAN DOMINGO 


No comments are yet available in the Jewish press on 
the agreement reached with the Dominican authorities 
concerning the settlement of a number of Jewish 
refugees on the land provided by the Republic. But the 
Tos (New York), remarking on the departure of Mr. 
James N. Rosenberg, President of the Dominican 
Republic Settlement Association, to San Domingo to 
sign the agreement, confesses to a great deal of 
curiosity regarding the proposed transaction. 

The paper says that even if Mr. Rosenberg were only a 
private individual going on a mission that affected the lives 
of a large number of Jewish refugees, the Jewish public 
should be more enlightened about the facts. But since he 
actually went as president of an association with authority 
to sign an agreement, it would be well if more particulars 
were made available. The Jewish public, says the paper, 
is entitled to know the full conditions of the projected 
settlement, what would be the cost of settling each person, 
and who would bear the expense. It should further be 
known whether the Dominican Government requires any 
cash payments to itself for admitting Jewish refugees. 

Quite frankly, the article observes, the Dominican 
Governments have been known for many things, but hardly 
for reliability. Nor could it be said that the Government's 
reputation as a democratic regime is very high, even as 
South American republics go. The public, therefore, ought 
to know what guarantees were obtained by the Jews 
responsible for the agreement for the lives——let alone the 
property—of the Jewish settlers. 

In conclusion, the article refers to the tremendous respon- 
sibilities that rest upon all Jews in sending Jewish refugees 
to any country, San Domingo included. Jews cannot afford 
their money to be spent and their sympathies capitalised 
on speculative schemes, says the paper, and it stresses the 
special responsibility resting upon the Joint Distribution 
Committee. EXAMINER.

Place on a fireproof dish, pour the 
sauce around, reheat in a moderate oven, 
and just before serving slip some neatly 
poached or steamed eggs into the sauce.

Under it goes a print dress to match the 
fronts of the coat.

Where 
there is decolletage, it is always moderate 
and such gowns are provided with match- 
ing fitting suit-like coats. 


For the sauce: melt the margarine in a 
small saucepan, stir in the flour smoothly, 
then gradually add one and a half gills of 
each of milk and the water in which the 
onions were boiled; stir till boiling; add the 
remaining cheese, then the scooped out 
onion finely chopped. Season with salt and 
pepper. 

N.B.—Reserve the remainder of the onion 
water for soup. 


Vegetarian Roast 


Lentils, 4 ozs. Grated nuts, 4 ozs. 
One onion. Breadcrumbs, 3 ozs. 
Margarine, | oz. Salt, pepper, herbs. 
One egg. One tomato. 


Soak the lentils overnight, then cook in 
saited water till soft. If all the water is not 
absorbed, strain the lentils and reserve the 
water for stock.

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Professor William E. Dodd, formerly American 
Ambassador in Berlin, whose death has been announced, 
earned the undying hatred of the Nazis by his out- 
spokenness ON many Occasions. He constantly pro- 
tested against Nazi brutality, and in 1937 point-blank 
refused to attend the Nuremberg rally. He resigned 
in 1937. On his return to New York, Mr. Dodd pub- 
licly described Germany as a “vast region where 
religious freedom is denied, where intellectual initiative 
and discovery are not allowed, and where race hatreds 
are cultivated daily.” Herr Dieckhoff, the German 
Ambassador in Washington, duly protested, but was 
politely reminded by Mr. Cordell Hull, Secretary of 
State, that the U.S.A. believed in free speech for all, 
and that Mr. Dodd spoke as a private citizen. Mr. 
Dodd's sentiments were shared by his daughter Martha, 
whose book, “ My Years in Germany,” which exposed 
the Nazis, was reviewed in THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
Supplement of April 28 last year.

SAVE US FROM OUR“ FRIENDS”! 


I note with interest those whom Hitler used to send 
to this country to establish friendly relations here are 
among the most active in the conducting of anti-British 
propaganda in Germany. Baron Rheinbaben, who was 
a regular contributor to the ANGLO-GERMAN REVIEW, 
and regularly professed that the Nazis loved Britain, 
has now written a book full of insults against this 
country. Baron Kurt von Stutterheim, who was for 
many years the London correspondent of the BERLINER 
TAGEBLATT, has written a book on Germany in which 
he says that no victory moved him more deeply than the 
entry of Hitler into Vienna. Other propagandists 
include Baron Twardowsky and Count Pueckler, both 
of whom were much féted in London. Pueckler writes 
daily articles in the Nazi Press about “ Britain's 
oppression ” in the Empire. 


SHOOL HELPS SCHOOL 


The Rev. S. Levy, Emeritus Minister of the New 
Synagogue (a correspondent writes), was the first 
Minister to get the sanction of the Wardens of a Syna- 
gogue {the New Synagogue, Egerton Road), to place at 
the London County Council’s disposal their classrooms, 
with heating and lighting free of cost, as a centre for 
emergency education. The need for this centre at 
Stamford Hill is apparent, as over 240 children of all 
ages and creeds are in daily attendance, being supervised 
by L.C.C, teachers. Mr. Levy's action has been followed 
by similar action by Church authorities, thus helping 
the L.C.C. to overcome the difficulty of finding accom- 
modation for the education of the children now in 
London, as many schools were taken over for A.R.P. 
purposes. 

HERESY 

“The Heretics” is a student society in Cambridge 
which discusses theological, metaphysical, and psychic 
problems. Recently a letter was inadequately addressed 
to the Chairman, The Heretics, Cambridge. The Post 
Office is rarely beaten, so a puzzled but enterprising 
official at the local sorting-office wrote across the 
envelope the helpful suggestion: “ Iry The Synagogue, 
Thompson’s Lane.” 


FAMILY TRADITIONS 


The New West End Synagogue, St. Petersburgh Place, 
has a remarkable penchant for what might be called 
the family tradition in the Wardens’ box. The tradi- 
tion was exemplified at a by-election this week, when 
Mr. Ellis A. Franklin was elected a Warden. Among 
other holders of the office were his late grandfather, 
one of the founders of the Congregation in 1879, Ellis 
A. Franklin, 1887-90; his late father, Arthur E. 
Franklin, 1891-4; his uncles, Mr. Ernest L. Franklin, 
1894-6; Sir Leonard B. Franklin, 1897-9; and the late 
Frederic §. Franklin, 1901-03; and his cousin Adrian 
(now in the Army) has been Warden for the past two 
years. Then there are the Schwarzschilds. The late 
Jacob Schwarzschild was Financial Representative 1887- 
90; his son, Mr. Percy H. Schwarzschild, was Financial 
Representative 1926-8 and Warden from 1929 onwards; 
and now another son, Mr. Albert I. Schwarzschild, has 
been elected Financial Representative. Another family 
to hold office is the Swaythlings. The late Sir Samuel 
Montagu (the first Lord Swaythling), a founder of the 
Synagogue, was Warden 1879-81; his son, the second 
Lord Swaythling, was Warden 1899-1901; and his 
grandson, the present Lord Swaythling, has been 
Warden from 1929 onwards. And still further—the late 
Sir Isidore Spielmann and his brother, Sir Meyer, both 
served some years as Wardens; as did the late James 
Rossdale and his son, Mr. Frank Rossdale.

WINE FOR ALL PALATES 
Good Vintage at the Lefevre Galleries 


The other day I switched on the wireless in the middle 
of a talk. I heard someone repeat that a well-known 
Victorian artist used to say: “I am the wine-press; out of 
me pours the wine.” 

That was a good simile. The artist is like a wine-press, 
and there are many different kinds of wine. One has to 
have had a great deal of experience to be a connoisseur to 
appreciate them all. There are the great, the noble Bur- 
gundies, the splendid, only just lesser clarets, the fine and 
sensitive hocks, the pleasant, charming vins rosées. All are 
valuable in their different ways. 

Most of the paintings exhibited at the Lefévre Galleries 
under the title “Art of To-day” are true wine: and there is 
something for all palates. 

here are a few insults to the connoisseur, a coarse, 
crude beverage, as, for instance, Augustus John’s “ Dalias.”

Something new to our generation, and to quite a number 
of generations before us, has happened; for not since the 
eighteenth century has one been able to buy original 
prints at a shilling apiece. 3 

Ihe Artists’ International Association has brought a 
scheme to fruition by virtue of which nearly everybody in 
the kingdom will be able to possess a work of art. Thanks 
to cheap production of books, wireless, and gramophone 
records, everyone can cultivate a personal taste in what 
they read or what music they hear. Everyman Prints. as 
these are called, will do the same to gratify visual taste. 
hey offer the direct work of living arts at a price within 
the limits of nearly every purse. They are sold at the 
Picture Hire Gallery at a shilling in black and white and 
one and sixpence in two colours. 

These prints are not reproductions. Sir Kenneth Clark, 
in Opening the exhibition, pointed out the cumulative 
vitiating effect that reproductions had, though when it first 
became possible to obtain reproductions of masterpieces, 
the event was hailed far and wide. But mechanical repro- 
duction is never the same as the actual touch of the artist. 
For these prints, the artist actually draws upon the metal 
plate from which they are pulled. The plate can only 
stand a certain amount of prints being taken, therefore 
the edition of each is necessarily limited, for directly a 
plate shows signs of wear, the edition will be closed. 
And so the print owner need not fear that his favourite 
prints will hang on every wall. 


ringing Artists and Public Together 


Artists believe that they will gain as much as the public 
from the scheme. The sales will show the creative artists 
the tastes and pictorial interests of the general public, and 
the public will realise the immense cultural contribution 
the artist can make to everyday life. : 

Artists have, too long, been divorced from ordinary life: 
therefore they have been thrown back on themselves and 
their work has become esoteric, with the resultant loss to 
both artist and public. | 

The founders of this enterprise should accordingly be 
warmly congratulated. The carrying through of the 
scheme has been hedged about with immense difficulties. 
That these should have been successfully overcome and 
that this first collection of prints (which | hope will be the 
forerunner of many others), is now being exhibited in 
London and will be shown all over the country, in the 
midst of war, is, I consider, a splendid and most praise- 
worthy effort. 

The prints themselves offer such a wide and interesting 
range of subjects and styles that there is something for 
everyone to enjoy. It is an excellent and lively show and 
among the forty-two artists exhibiting are such different 
and stimulating personalities as James Holland, John 
Piper, Phyllis Ginga, Edmond Kapp. Raymond Coxon, 
Pearl Binder, Mona Moore, Kenneth Rowntree, and Carel 
Weight. H.K

BY AUNTIE 


FEEL in a reflective mood tce-day-—you 
].<- | have already justified my heading. 

When I was at school I used to like 
grammar and parsing and analysis and all 
the other old-fashioned things with which 
we were afflicted in those far-off days, but 
I rather suspect that there were not many 
girls who shared my affection for these dis- 
sections of our peculiar language. Now 
that I have advanced im years, and to some 
extent in knowledge, I have reached the 
conclusion that the grammar we were taught 
then was by no means exhaustive, that there 
is a more important grammar than the 
grammar of language. I mean the grammar 
of life. Let me explain. 


Lire’Ss GRAMMAR 


We used to talk about the indicative mood 
and the subjunctive mood, and the present 
tense and the past tense and so on, but our 
teachers never told us anything, except very 
indirectly and (1 now solemnly declare) very 
imperfectly, about the petulant mood and 
the sympathetic mood. I semember having 
had a quarrel with one of my friends and 
feeling very sorry fof myself—I was quite 
small and inexperienced in life’s tragedies— 
and | went and shed copious tears in the 
cloakroom. Presently I was missed and a 
teacher found me still weeping in the place 
I] had chosen for solitude. 1 fear that she 
was not a very understanding person, and 
the method she adopted for bringing me 
back to normal was not the one that | in 
similar circumstances would have adopted, 
and so the memory of that bitter moment 
has remained with me all these years. There 
are all sorts of things that happen in life 
which need parsing and analysis just as 
words and sentences need parsing and 
analysis, if we would understand them 
aright. 


THe CHEERFUL Moop 


Let us try to find the best moods for 
making life tolerable. What about the 
cheerful mood? We all know Mr. Grumpy 
and Mrs. Dismal. It is such a treat to come 
across people who, in spite of adverse cir- 
cumstances and even privations, manage to 
keep cheerful, their head up, their lips 
curved in a smile, or their voice ringing with 
joliy laughter. How nice to come within the 
orbit of their sunny presence, to feel the 
stimulus of their bright heartiness! 1 quote 
them as an example to be followed. The

It is a splendid lubricant, Some- 
one has said that human sympathy ts the 
flower of practical life. It implies thought- 
fulness and unsefishness. No selfish person 
can be truly sympathetic. 


THe Present TENSE 

And the tenses enter into the grammar 
of life. I am not quite sure which is the 
most important. I suppose the majority of 
you would say that the present tense is the 
one that matters most.to you. I am not 
quite sure that you are right. But what are 
you doing about it? Are you making the 
most of it? Is your now the best sort of 
now that you can contrive? Is it some- 
thing that you can be proud of? It is well 


‘to remember that our to-day will be yester- 


day to-morrow. Shall we be able to look 
back upon it with satisfaction and without 
any feeling of regret or remorse? We must 
so use the present that it may become an 
honourable past. 
THe Furure TENSE 

The future tense is important, too. We 
must cultivate the forward look. Our 
Messiah is still to come. Our golden age 
lies in the future. To have nothing to look 
forward to is life’s greatest tragedy. 
Don’t give up dreaming about the future.

And, 
having said all this, | am going to dismiss 
it all with a quotation from Artemus Ward, 
the famous American humourist: “ Why 
care for grammar as long as we are good?”

Each new issue of the Oxford and St. George’s monthly 
magazine, “ Fratres,” contains an ever-lengthening list of 
“In His Majesty's Forces.” One notices in the January 
issue Many names that have meant much to the Club and 
Settlement. It is nearing the 100 mark—all Oxford and St. 
George’s boys—Army, Navy, Royal Air Force, Marines, to 
say nothing of the A.T.S. and W.A.A.F., all are represented. 


The Club “ Gaffer” 


“ Fratres must have come to mean quite a lot to those 
who are no longer able to see the Club or its Guardian, 
“ Gaffer” to some, “Long ‘un”™ to others, but just Basil 
L. Q. Henriques to the uninitiated. The magazine contains 
a message from the London Federation of Boys’ Clubs. 
asking “all club members serving in the Forces to know 
that they are in our thoughts.” 

An extract from one letter is worthy of attention. It is 
from Ronald Harris, a non-Jewish member of the Settle- 
ment Staff now serving Overseas. It says: “I can honestly 
say, Gaffer, that a few of the chaps here were really and 
truly dead against the Jewish people. | can also honestly 
say that they have altered their opinion since reading 
‘ Fratres,’ and they say that the spirit of the Club is some- 
thing that one could look up to.” 


For and Against the “ Mixed” 


The new experiment of having a mixed-sex club instead 
of separate boys and girls’ departments has aroused much 
comment outside the Club—the members themselves. how- 
ever, appear to be quite satisfied with it. The A.J.Y. has 
referred to it as “ perhaps the most interesting experiment 
in the A.J.Y.” 

For myself I would like to congratulate the Settlement on 
its radical approach to the whole matter. In spite of the 
unmitigated nonsense we have heard in the past about 
“ mixed clubs making the boys soft” and hints of the diffi- 
culties that would be produced by such a social fusion of the 
sexes, NO serious argument has yet been produced against it. 
Many arguments have been made in its favour, and can if 
necessary be produced again. The only difference | have 
with the Settlement regarding its present scheme is that I 
would have liked to see it confined to the eighteens and over 
of both sexes. But no doubt the Settlement has good 
reason for making it “ all-in.” 


An Argument Falsified 


One argument produced by the “ anti-mixed clubists ” of 
the past has been the terrific exodus from the Club of the 
“manly ” male members if women were introduced to the 
premises. This has definitely not occurred at the Oxford 
and St. George's. Indeed, lasi month's general membership 
increased by 72 to 808. And has this number been obtained 
by an enormous influx of girls with the shrinking of male 
membership to microscopic proportions? Hardly! There 
are 290 Old Boys, 64 Old Girls, 330 boys between 13 and 19, 
and 111 girls of the same age. 

‘he magazine contains many appreciations written by 
members and non-members. Let me add mine by saying 
that it is the best Jewish club magazine being produced at 
present. And there are some good ones being published.

LIBERTY AND HUMAN DECENCY 


Professor S. Brodetsky, President of the Jewish Board 
of Deputies, gave an address last week to members of the 
Association of Jewish Ex-Servicemen at the West Central 
Rooms, Noel Street, W.C. The Chairman of the Assoc.a- 
tion, Mr. J. Weber, presided. 

To-day, said Professor Brodetsky, it was not a question 
of the ordinary traditional Jewish patriotism. It was: “ Is 
humanity going to be saved or is humanity to go under?” 
And if humanity was not to go under then the Jewish 
people must be convinced about one thing, and that was 
that the cause of liberty and of human kindness and human 
decency shall prevail. There was no other possibility. 

They had to realise that those anti-Semitic forces which 
existed in this country and which were the first step in the 
direction of breaking down humanity were not only the 
Jews’ enemy but they were in fact using them as a screen 
behind which to attack the humanity of this country and 
of other countries. That meant that the Jews’ responsibility 
was all the greater and that they must not give the slightest 
possible ground for such attack to be made. 

Professor Brodetsky outlined some of the problems which 
they would have to consider and said that when they came 
to the Peace Conference they wouid have to say to the 
statesmen of the world: “ You are rebuilding Europe. May 
God be with you. But in that process of rebuilding Europe, 
please rebuild us, too, and in the process of making restitu- 
tion «to nations who have suffered from Nazi aggression 
please don't forget the first people who have suffered from 
Nazi aggression.” 

The address was preceded by a special general meeting 
of the Association, over which Mr. J. Weber presided. Mr. 
|. Sarna, the Hon. Secretary of the Association, gave a 
report of the activities, which included the publication of 
a Jewish handbook, primarily compiled for members of 
H.M. Forces and national services. This handbook will be 
distributed to members of the Forces without charge, but 
will be sold to the general public at 4d 

The report also dealt with the work undertaken to 
provide comforts for the troops, and thanks were accorded 
to many ladies’ guilds, Synagogues, and other organisations 
who are co-operating with the Association.

Benevolence is one of the bases of the Friendly 
Society movement, and the practice of it continues to be 
a prominent feature. In the Order Achei Brith and 
Shield of Abraham, for instance, many brethren, victims 
of war disturbances, have reason to be grateful that 
the Central Benevolent Fund functions as usual. 

In addition to helping brethren in distressed circum- 
stances, the Fund has recently made its annual distribution 
to communal charities and hospitals, amounting to one 
hundred guineas. 

Applications for convalescent treatment have been rather 
numerous, giving further proof of the popularity of the 
Order's convalescent home at Etchingham and of the 
reputation for comfort and homeliness provided at 
Shoyswell Manor. 

The Order's contribution to those serving with the Forees 
is being gradually extended. Several Lodges, and the staff 
and patients at the Convalescent Home, have sent parcels 
of knitted articles and other gifts through the British Red 
Cross and the Association for Jewish Youth.

*“ DEMOCRACY AND DESPOTISM ” 
Lecture at Ben Uri Society

Activity im home railway stocks following the 
announcement of Government terms of control for the 
war period has been the central feature of markets 
during the past week. The terms providing a guaranteed 
minimum of £40,000,000 a year for the railways were 
up to the most favourable anticipations, and rises have 
been substantial. 

Other sections of markets were rather overshadowed 
for the time being. There was a temporary reaction in 
gilt-edged stocks. but this market again gave evidence 
of its underlying strength, and a good recovery was 
made from the lowest levels. Elsewhere an interesting 
feature has been a marked revival of interest in shipping 
shares. 

The position of the shipping industry is similar to that 
of the railways in that it is being taken over by the 
Government and negotiations are in progress regarding 
the terms of compensation to be received by the ship- 
owners. The satisfactory character of the railway terms 
has given rise to hopes that the shipping companies will

The work on our contract for the State Railways is nearly 
finished. The tracks which are being laid by the Department, 
together with station and other facilities, should be finished 
in a few months; the railway will then be ready for service, 
and a through line established from London to Baghdad and 
Basra with only two short breaks, the Channel crossing and the 
ferry from Istanbul to Haydarpasa. 

We have been entrusted by the Iraq Government with the 
construction of the Habbaniyah regulators and escape canals 
to deal with the flood waters of the Euphrates. The contract 
has been recently signed and the work started. 

We have also a considerable amount of work in hand of a 
very diversified character, consisting of the construction of 
dams, canals, tunnels, power plants, transmission lines, etc., 
which will keep us employed for a considerable period, and in 
addition we have a lot of new work under discussion. 


THE ITALIAN INVESTMENTS 


After dealing with the items in the balance-sheet, the 
Chairman said: 

It will interest you to know that the interest and sinking 
fund instalments on our Italian investment are paid promptly, 
indeed in advance, to our credit in Rome, the only delay being 
due to our having to take our turn in the clearing arrangements 
between Italy and this country. I should like to acknowledge 
the helpful attitude of the Directors of the Adriatica Company 
in paying in to the Clearing House the sums due on the above 
accounts well in advance of the due date, thereby assisting 
us in an endeavour to secure payment through the Clearing 
Houre to our account in London by December 15, the date 
on which payment is due in London. The Sinking Fund instal- 
ment will take some time to clear, indeed will probably be 
blocked until the exchange position is further improved. We 
appreciate the attitude of the Company and the_ Italian 
authorities in helping to secure prompt payment in London, 
and. bearing in mind that that country has always honourably 
discharged her dollar and sterling obligations up to date. I 
hone the time is not far distant when we shall see our financial 
institutions here again interested in Italian finance. 


GROSS PROFIT 


The gross profit for the year at £108,541, compares with last 
year’s figure of £137,362, a reduction of about £28,821. The 
actual reduction in earnings is, however, less than this figure, 
if we allow for the same rate of income tax as in the previous 
ear. £7,000 more has been deducted from income, which is 
rought into last year’s accounts net after payment of income 
tax, and on the other side of the Profit and Loss Account 
an additional £2,400 is charged for income (ax, payable on 
income brought into Profit and Loss Account without deduc- 
tion of tax. Therefore, the true comparison or the actual 
reduction in gross income before deduction of the increased 
rate of income tax is £19,421. 

Notwithstanding the reduction in revenue, we have still pursued 
our usual policy of only bringing info account Income actually 
earned and not taken credit for part profit on any work in 
Progress. I think we have every reason to be satisfied with the 
year's work and regard the result as satisfactory 


THE OUTLOOK 


Before I submit the resolution, you no doubt would like 
to have some indication as to the present state of our business 
and outlook for the year. I have already mentioned that we 
must not look forward to any great amount of financial busi- 
ness. Our subsidiaries are, however, well employed at present, 
and, quite apart from any work which might come under the 
category of war work, we have on hand over two and a half 
million pounds of uncompleted construction work, and I believe, 
in the absence of any new or startling war developments, we 
= look forward to the results for the current year without 
undue anxiety. 

The report. and accounts were adopted, and the proposed 
dividend of 7 per cent., less tax, was approved 


be allowed not only a reasonable revenue during the 
war period but also a margin for reserves and replace- 
ments to face the intensive competition which must be 
expected when peace comes. 


ISSUING HOUSE DIVIDEND 


War conditions have practically brought to a standstill 
the activities of the new capital issue market. All the 
nations Capital must be directed to our war effort and this 
will undoubtedly be done mainly through the channels of 
Government finance.

TRAVEL NOTES AND NEWS 


TO US.A.: WHAT YOU NEED 


Because of the war, there are very many regulations to 
be observed by those who wish to travel to America. and 
much perplexity has been caused through them. The 
managers of the London offices of the Holland America 
Line, of 120, Pall Mall, S.W., have now sent me a copy 
of their newly issued sailing list, on the back of which 
details of these complex regulations have been so simplified 
that most people will now easily understand them. After 
setting out the regulations regarding currency export, exit 
permits, passports, and visas, the brochure gives a list of 
requirements of the official Embarkation Inspectors, whose 
office is in front of the gangway leading to the ship. 

Here, then. are what the prospective traveller to the 
U.S.A. requires: passport, stamped with exit permit; com- 
pany’s embarkation card and food control declaration form 
(these two are supplied on the boat train by Holland 
America Line officials); ration book; National Registration 
identity card; currency certificate; police registration certifi- 
cate (for non-British passengers only): Holland America 
passage contract; US. visa (or quota number): and any 
other official papers, such as commercial licences or censor- 
ship documents. that may be required in connection with 
the voyage. 

This list seems, perhaps, to suggest a lot of bother, but 
the Holland America peop'e tell me that in bona-fide cases 
there has not been the slightest difficulty in effecting speedy 
embarkation. “ GREEN FLac.”

Shakespeare at the Kingsway 


Mr. Donald Wolfit's Season 


Mr. Donald Wolfit’s Shakespeare season opened at the 
Kingsway Theatre on Monday with “Othello.” This 
gallant undertaking deserves the warmest welcome, for 
London has been sadly deprived of Shakespeare pro- 
ductions since the war, and Mr. Wolfit's courageous 
venture should attract a large and grateful audience. 

In his version of the Moor, Mr. Wolfit presents a far 
less fearsome victim of lago’s villainy than the orthodox 
interpretation. This unhappy Othello is poet through and 
through; his sufferings are those of a sensitive yet simple 
man, in some respects more to be pitied than when the 
emotion runs with shattering power. The poetry of the lines 
comes through in all the delicate beauty which a perfect 
diction can reveal. If the drama of the passion is less 
intense, the loveliness of the language is more moving. 

A very effective sincerity lends a natural force to Rosalinde 
Fuller's Desdemona. Though her performance seems slightly 
infected with an Oriental fatalism, the suggestion of resigna- 
tion has a pathos of-its own. Donald Layne-Smith, as lago, 
seems personally unconvinced of the sufficient reason of 
this villain’s practising, and by so much lightens the scales in 
favour of this character's credibility. 

Mr. Wolfit's season also includes “The Merchant of 
Venice.” “ Twelfth Night,” “Hamlet.” and “Much Ado 
About Nothing.” 


Without the Prince’ 

New Comedy at the Richmond 
As the title of this new comedy by Philip King 
Suggests, it has to do with “ Hamlet.” 

The story tells of a small village community who are so 
ambitious as to determine to present a performance of 
Shakespeare's “ Hamlet.” Unfortunately, they find them- 
selves without anybody to play the Prince. There is a 
famous actor visiting the village. but he ts suffering from 
loss of memory. Mix these two circumstances with some 
very amusing “characters” in the village, including a 
domineering farmers wife, and you have the substance 
out of which quite a lot of good fun is created in this 
play. The principal parts are very ably performed by 
Margaret Yarde, Arthur Hambling. Katie Johnson, Ann 
Farrer, Charles Hawtrey, and Miki Hood. Anthony Blake 
plays the leading man, having taken over the part at the 
last moment owing to the illness of Andrew Osborn. 


Clifford Bax’s ** The Venetian’ 
Presented at the St. Martin's 


Ihe Torch Theatre’s production of Clifford Bax’s 
smooth and erudite story of medieval villainy has been 
transferred to the St. Martin's Theatre. 

In the new venue, this beautiful modern interpretation of 
the “ old Italian customs,” including poisoning and intrigue 
galore, is beautifully mounted and excellently produced. 
It is interesting to compare the treatment of such things 
by a modern mind with the same sort of happenings treated 
dramatically by playwrights much closer to the period of 
the action. It certainly suggests that in such cases truth, 
as well as morality, is relative. The cast works admirably. 
Sylvia Coleridge retains the sensitive intelligence which 

marked her performance in the Torch production. Wilfrid 
Walter makes an interesting figure of Francesco. There is 
delightful soubrette work from José Huntley-Wright. And 
Gerald Cooper's Cardinal is an impressive piece of work.

In America, where the film 
was made, it has met with considerable success, and it 
should do similarly good work in this country, for an 
enormous amount of care and thought has obviously gone 
into its making. 

It tells, by means of a rudimentary story, the history of 
mother and child from conception to birth. Diagrams are 
employed occasionally to help out the doctor's talks with 
the expectant mother, but in the main it ts straightforward 
photography that tells the tale, the climax being a remark- 
able shot of the infant emerging from the mother's body. 

Newly married women should find this film extremely 
helpful. However well they may know the facts, it is one 
thing to know and quite another to see. Those who are 
nervous will find much to reassure them in this level- 
headed account.

when the women of the town nearly succeed in stopping 
the fun by each one seizing hold of her man. Women of 
belligerent nations might take this to heart. 

James Stewart has thrown off the dreaminess that ke 
the idealism of “ Mr. Smith” and is all the better for it. 
There are first rate performances by Charles Winninger, 
Allen Jenkins and Brian Donlevy, but Mischa Auer is now 
inclined to over-clown. The crowds are admirably handled 
by Director George Marshall. 

“HAPPY EVENT ”—Enpire (“U” Certificate) 

A charming documentary of the making of a racehorse, 
from its birth, through the days of its carefree foaldom, 
then its breaking in to bit and saddle, its first canter and 
gallop, its first race, and its first big win. There are 
sequences of hunting scenes which could be cut a little 
with profit, and at times the commentary is flat, while 
Dufaycolour cannot quite capture the beauty of a sorrel 
horse, But no one who loves horses could resist the shots 
of the long-legged foal getting its first taste of freedom and 
the first feel of grass, and those who believe (as everybody 
ought to believe) that the horse is a superbly beautiful 
creature, the living embodiment of the poetry of motion, 
will enjoy this film. 


“ MAMELE ”"—Academy (“U” Certificate) 

Molly Picon’s second Yiddish film is not as happy a 
venture as was “ Yiddle With His Fiddle.” .It is a variation 
on the Cinderella theme, with Molly being a little mother 
to her father’s large family of good-for-nothings, and in the 
end winning the man she deserves. 

She has plenty of spirit and humour and great facility 
for getting the last word in an argument, but she fails 
either to convince or to gain our sympathy. One reason 
is that she does not look youthful enough. Another—and 
this applies to almost the whole cast—1is that the character 
she portrays is not sufficiently attractive. She and her 
wastrel family get plenty of laughs from the audience, but 
the laughs are at them, not with them. For a Jewish film 
this ts particularly unfortunate. 

Molly Picon herself has a very human part to play, but 
she plays it as a slattern, and her nice young man (Edmund 
Zayenda) is colourless, though he has a pleasant singing 
voice. The best moments are when Molly sings. The song 
in which she impersonates four stages of a woman's .ife 
is really good comedy. Max Bozvk and Simche Fostel, 
who were both leading players in “ Yiddle,” have important 
comedy parts. 

This was the last film to be made in Poland before the 
invasion. Molly Picon herself is now in New York, mut 
many members of the cast have not been heard of since 
the war. 


“ NINOTCHKA “—Enppire (“ A Certificate) 

This is a wholly delightful helping of Lubitsch soufflé. 
Garbo is guyed, Soviet Russia is guyed, Garbo laughs, and 
we all laugh with her. The story concerns a Russian Grand 
Duchess’s jewels, three Soviet trade officials who are sent 
to Paris to sell them, and a special envoy who is sent to 
take over when the officials break before the guile of the 
Di-chess and the charm of Paris. 

(:reta Garbo is the envoy—a stern idealist, a former 
Serseant in the army, unsmiling, unfeminine, a lover only 
of facts and figures. However, she meets Melvyn Douglas, 
a Russian count, and their inspection of the Eiffel Tower 
and Douglas’s house is one of the best sequences in ihe 
film. Garbo as a high-principled robot is really more enter- 
taining than after she has laughed and_melted, and bought 
herself a very capitalistic hat. 

“As one expects with a Lubitsch comedy, there are from 
Start to finish those light touches of witty direction that 
make one hug oneself with delight. The old \trick of telling 
an episode behind a door is there, and is still just mght. 
Melvyn Douglas is his usual charming self, and makes an 
excellent foil from the screen’s newest comedienne. Ina 
Claire is cut out for a Duchess, the three Soviet officials are 
very amusing, but their characters are not sufficiently over- 
drewn to match Garbo’s. 

Ves, Greta Garbo has been found a new personality. The 
only danger now is whether she can also retain the old. 


“ON YOUR TOES "—Warner Theatre (“ U ” Certificate) 

This film has its moments. But it is over 8,000 feet 
long. And, to be really good, it should have at least 
8,000 moments, whereas it probably has about eighty. One 
great moment, for its beauty, is a shot of Zorina with ner 
dancing partner, silhouetted in brilliant white against an 
almost black background. That, you say to yourself, ts 
ravishing in its loveliness. But it is only a moment. 

When Zorina dances a second time, in the ballet at the 
Close, the absence of special effects unjustifiably reduces her 
art to the level of merely charming foot and body work. 
The other moments are almost all supplied by Alan Hale, 
cleverly acting the stage version of the impresario. 


Next week’s programme at the Stoll Picture Theatre 
includes “Over the Moon,” with Merle Oberon, Rex 
Harrison, Ursula Jeans, and Robert Douglas, and “ The 
Arsenal Stadium Mystery,” starring Leslie Banks, Greta

MUSIC 
**SERENADE TO MUSIC” 


Vaughan Williams’s Sixteen Part Song 


1 did not hear Vaughan Williams's “ Serenade to Music ” 
when it was first performed in October, 1938, so | was glad 
to hear it last week at the Royal Philharmonic Society's 
concert in Queen's Hall. I cannot use extravagant terms 
about it, for it seemed to me that the device of bandying 
Shakespeare's lines from one singer to the other. until all 
the sixteen of them had sung their picce, was artificial in 
both conception and execution. There is much beauty in 
its individual lines, and the music fits the words as well 
as one could hope, but I would have preferred it written 
for four singers, or, far better still, for one. As it is, the 
construction violates the unity of the text, reducing it to a 
series of disjointed exclamations. 

The concert opened with Bantock’s imitationist “ Pierrot 
of the Minute,” but was most noteworthy for one of the 
rare performances of Bax’s “ Tintagel,” of which, however, 
Sir Henry Wood did not quite capture the rhythm. Albert 
Sammons and Lionel Tertis were the soloists in Mozart's 
“Sinfonia Concertante.” 


FRANZ RIEZENSTEIN 


A recital given by Franz Riezenstein on Sunday after- 
noon at the Hampstead Concert Studio included a group of 
English lighter pieces, and an Impromptu by the artist 
himself. All, except John Ireland's “ Fire of Spring,” 
which lacked the expected passion, were good of their kind, 
though one must not judge the capacities of Arthur 
Benjamin, Herbert Murrill, and Stanley Bate simply by 
their ability to turn out a “ Siciliana.” a “ Presto Alla Giga.” 
and a “Polka” respectively. JI am not sure that Riezen- 
Stein quite fathomed the spirit of the Polka, which is a real 
bone-shaking dance when executed on the floor. Ihe 
artists treatment of Beethoven's Sonata was beautifully 
crisp and clean, as one would expect from a pianist of 
Riezenstein’s gifts. 


BRITISH WOMEN’S SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA 


All I heard of the British Women’s Symphony Orchestra 
on Sunday afternoon was Schubert's Fifth Symphony, but 


I was grateful for so much. Its performance had just the * 


right Schubertian gaiety and lightness of heart, and though 
the slow movement was a little ragged, the rest of it fairly 
made one want to dance and even sing. It was a happy 
bit of work, and Alec Sherman got the best out of the 
orchestra

JEWISH MUSIC ON RECORDS 


A programme of recorded Jewish music-—Synagogal and 
secular, past and present——-was presented by Mr. Leo Kopf 
at the Judean Club, 35, Abbey Road, N.W.8, on Sunday. 

Mir. Kopf is a great authority on Jewish music and in 
Berlin was for many vears the representative of the 
Lindstrom Gramophone Company, being in charge of all 
Hebrew recordings. 

On the whole the choice of music was good, although 
I should have preferred to see the programme not quite so 
much dominated by the ritual side. 

Mr. Kopf ts himself a distinguished composer and con- 
ductor and all the records presented were either supervised 
or conducted by him.

Shakespeare at the Kingsway 


Mr. Donald Wolfit's Season 


Mr. Donald Wolfit’s Shakespeare season opened at the 
Kingsway Theatre on Monday with “Othello.” This 
gallant undertaking deserves the warmest welcome, for 
London has been sadly deprived of Shakespeare pro- 
ductions since the war, and Mr. Wolfit’s courageous 
venture should attract a large and grateful audience. 

In his version of the Moor, Mr. Wolfit presents a far 
less fearsome victim of lago’s villainy than the orthodox 
interpretation. This unhappy Othello is poet through and 
through: his sufferings are those of a sensitive yet simple 
man, in some respects more to be pitied than when the 
emotion runs with shattering power. The poetry of the lines 
comes through in all the delicate beauty which a perfect 
diction can reveal. If the drama of the passion is less 
intense, the loveliness of the language is more moving. 

A very effective sincerity lends a natural force to Rosalinde 
Fuller's Desdemona. Though her performance seems slightly 
infected with an Oriental fatalism, the suggestion of resigna- 
tion has a pathos of its own. Donald Layne-Smith, as lago, 
seems personally unconvinced of the sufficient reason of 
this villain’s practising, and by so much lightens the scales in 
favour of this character's credibility. 

Mr. Wolfit's season also includes “The Merchant of 


Venice.” “ Twelfth Night,” “Hamlet.” and “Much Ado 
About Nothing.” 


** Without the Prince” 
New Comedy at the Richmond 


As the ttle of this new comedy by Philip King 
Suggests, it has to do with “ Hamlet.” 

Ihe story tells of a small village community who are so 
ambitious as to determine to present a performance of 
Shakespeare's “ Hamlet.” Unfortunately, they find them- 
selves without anybody to play the Prince. There is a 
famous actor visiting the village, but he is suffering from 
loss of memory. Mix these two circumstances with some 
very amusing “characters” in the village, including a 
domineering farmer's wife, and you have the substance 
out of which quite a lot of good fun is created in this 
play. The principal parts are very ably performed by 
Margaret Yarde, Arthur Hambling. Katie Johnson, Ann 
Farrer, Charles Hawtrey. and Miki Hood. Anthony Blake 
plavs the leading man, having taken over the part at the 
last moment owing to the illness of Andrew Osborn. 


Clifford Bax’s The Venetian” 


Presented at the St, Martin's 


[he Torch Theatre's production of Clifford Bax’s 
smooth and erudite story of medieval villainy has been 
transferred to the St. Martin’s Theatre. 

In the new venue, this beautiful modern interpretation of 
the “ old Italian customs,” including poisoning and intrigue 
galore, is beautifully mounted and excellently produced. 
It is interesting to compare the treatment of such things 
by a modern mind with the same sort of happenings treated 
dramatically by playwrights much closer to the period of 
the action. It certainly suggests that in such cases truth, 
as well as morality, is relative. The cast works admirably. 
Sylvia Coleridge retains the sensitive intelligence which 
marked her performance in the Torch production. Wilfrid 
Walter makes an interesting figure of Francesco. There is 
delightful soubrette work from José Huntley-Wright. And 
Gerald Cooper's Cardinal is an impressive piece of work.

“THE BIRTH OF A BABY “—Gaumont, Hammersmith 


This film is designed to impress on parents and parents- 
to-be the vital importance of the mother’s health during 
pregnancy and the necessity for regular visits to a doctor 
or clinic during that period. In America, where the film 
was made, it has met with considerable success, and it 
should do similarly good work in this country, for an 
enormous amount of care and thought has obviously gone 
into its making. 

It tells, by means of a rudimentary story, the history of 
mother and child from. conception to birth. Diagrams are 
employed occasionally to help out the doctor's talks with 
the expectant mother, but in the main it ts straightforward 
photography that tells the tale, the climax being a remark- 
able shot of the infant emerging from the mother’s body. 

Newly married women should find this film extremely 
helpful. However well they may know the facts, it is one 
thing to know and quite another to see. Those who are 
nervous will find much to reassure them in this level- 
headed account. 

It is a pity, however, that a film which is designed 
primarily for those without wealth or high education should 
employ characters who appear to have both.

“THE GREAT VICTOR HERBERT "—Plaza (“U” 
Certificate) 

Dont ask who Victor Herbert was, nor wherein consti- 
tuted his greatness. Those who know the few song-hits of 
his which were all the rage forty years ago will have their 
tear glands sentimentally titillated by memories of their young 
days, and the rest of the audience will have to content them- 
selves with a musical sacrifice which is better than the 
average but by no means so good as the best. 

There's plenty of singing, with Allan Jones taking the 
honours. Mary Martin's voice is surely more suited to 
crooning than cooing. But Susanna Foster, who breaks into 
the film towards the end as the singing daughter, is a real 
find, with a far better voice than her film mother. Alas, 
that one more potentially great singer should be doomed. 
seemingly, to making close-up exposures of her vocal 
mechanism! Oh yes, and Walter Connolly is said to have a 
striking resemblance to the Great Victor.

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“DESTRY RIDES AGAIN ”—Leicester 
Square (“A 

Almost to the point of scragginess, and d voi 
man, Marlene Dietrich storms her hectic 
Western town of Bottle Neck. Yet, as she sings in her song 
“ She's ” that look,” the men adore her, the women loathe 
her, and it is really most heartless of the Hayes Office to 
decree that she must die in the last reel. 

At first the picture is a real Western with galloping horses, 
poker games, disorderly saloons and everyone taking pot 
shots at everyone else, then James Stewart comes along, 
newly appointed Deputy Sherifi, and his idea of fun is to 
walk about unarmed, carving napkin rings for non-existent 
napkins. Mr. Stewart does not approve of Westerns. He 
maintains that law and order can be kept without guns, 
and having shown that he is not the milksop he appears 
to be, nearly succeeds in proving this theory, but not quite. 
He has to resort to guns in the end and the Western comes 
into its Own again with a magnificent rough house in the 
saloon. There is a variant of the old Greek idea here. 
when the women of the town nearly succeed in stopping 
the fun by each one seizing hold of her man. Women of 
belligerent nations might take this to heart. 

James Stewart has thrown off the dreaminess that kept 
the idealism of “Mr. Smith” and is all the better for it. 
There are first rate performances by Charles Winninger, 
Allen Jenkins and Brian Donlevy, but Mischa Auer is now 
inclined to over-clown. The crowds are admirably handled 
by Director George Marshall. 


“HAPPY EVENT ”—Empire (*“U” Certificate) 

A charming documentary of the making of a racehorse, 
from its birth, through the days of its carefree foaldom, 
then its breaking in to bit and saddle, its first canter and 
gallop, its first race, and its first big win. There are 
sequences of hunting scenes which could be cut a little 
with profit, and at times the commentary is flat, while 
Dufaycolour cannot quite capture the beauty of a sorrel 
horse. But no one who loves horses could resist the shots 
of the long-legged foal getting its first taste of freedom and 
the first feel of grass, and those who believe (as everybody 
ought to believe) that the horse is a superbly beautiful 
creature, the living embodiment of the poetry of motion, 
will enjoy this film. 


“ MAMELE ”"—Academy (“U” Certificate) 

Molly Picon’s second Yiddish film is not as happy a 
venture as was “ Yiddle With His.Fiddle.” It is a variation 
on the Cinderella theme, with Molly being a litthe mother 
to her father’s large family of good-for-nothings, and in the 
end winning the man she deserves. 

She has plenty of spirit and humour and great facility 
for getting the last word in an argument, but she fails 
either to convince or to gain our sympathy. One reason 
is that she does not look youthful enough. Another—and 
this applies to almost the whole cast—is that the character 
she portrays is not sufficiently attractive. She and her 
wastrel family get plenty of laughs from the audience, but 
the laughs are at them, not with them. For a Jewish film 
this is particularly unfortunate. 

Molly Picon herself has a very human part to play, but 
she plays it as a slattern, and her nice young man (Edmund 
Zayenda) is colourless, though he has a pleasant singing 
voice. The best moments are when Molly sings. The song 
in which she impersonates four stages of a woman's .ife 
is really good comedy. Max Bozvk and Simche Fostel, 
who were both leading players in * Yiddle,” have important 
comedy parts. 

This was the last film to be made in Poland before the 
invasion. Molly Picon herself is now in New York, nut 
many members of the cast have not been heard of since 
the war. 


“ NINOTCHKA “—Enppire (" A “Certificate) 

This is a wholly delightful helping of Lubitsch soufflé. 
Garbo is guyed, Soviet Russia is guyed, Garbo laughs, and 
we all laugh with her. The story concerns a Russian Grand 
Duchess’s jewels, three Soviet trade officials who are sent 
to Paris to sell them, and a special envoy who is sent to 
take over when the officials break before the guile of the 
Dichess and the charm of Parts. 

(:reta Garbo is the envoy—a stern idealist, a former 
ser-eant in the army, unsmiling. unfeminine, a lover only 
of facts and figures. However, she meets Melvyn Douglas, 
a Russian count, and their inspection of the Eiffel Tower 
and Douglas’s house is one of the best sequences in the 
film. Garbo as a high-principled robot is really more enter- 
taining than after she has laughed and melted, and bought 
herself a very canitaltstic hat. 

As one expects with a Lubitsch comedy, there are from 
start to finish those light touches of witty direction that 
make one hug oneself with delight. The old trick of telling 
an episode behind a door is there, and ts still just right. 
Melvyn Douglas is his usual charming self, and makes an 
excellent foil from the screen's newest comedienne. Ina 
Claire is cut out for a Duchess, the three Soviet officials are 
very amusing, but their characters are not sufficiently over- 
drewn to match Garbo’s. 

Ves, Greta Garbo has been found a new personality. The 
only danger now is whether she can also retain the old 


“ON YOUR TOES "—Warner Theatre (“ U ” Certificate) 

This film has its moments. But it is over 8,000 feet 
long. And, to be really good, it should have at least 
8.000 moments, whereas it probably has about eighty. One 
great moment, for its beauty, is a shot of Zorina with ner 
dancing partner, silhouetted in brilliant white against an 
almost black background. That, you say to yourself, 1s 
ravishing in its loveliness. But it is only a moment. 

When Zorina dances a second time, in the ballet at the 
close, the absence of special effects unjustifiably reduces her 


art to the ‘level of merely charming foot and body work. — 


The other moments are almost all supplied by Alan Hale, 
cleverly acting the stage version of the impresario.

MUSIC 
**SERENADE TO MUSIC” 


Vaughan Williams’s Sixteen Part Song 


I did not hear Vaughan Williams's “ Serenade to Music ” 
when it was first performed in October, 1938, so | was glad 
to hear it last week at the Royal Philharmonic Society's 
concert in Queen’s Hall. I cannot use extravagant terms 
about it, for it seemed to me that the device of bandying 
Shakespeare's lines from one singer to the other. until all 
the sixteen of them had sung their piece, was artificial in 
both conception and execution. There is much beauty in 
its individual lines, and the music fits the words as well 
as one could hope, but I would have preferred it written 
for four singers, or, far better still, for one. As it is, the 
construction violates the unity of the text, reducing it to a 
series of disjointed exclamations. 

The concert opened with Bantock’'s imitationist “ Pierrot 
of the Minute,” but was most noteworthy for one of the 
rare performances of Bax's “ Tintagel,” of which, however, 
Sir Henry Wood did not quite capture the rhythm. Albert 
Sammons and Lionel Tertis were the soloists in Mozart's 
“Sinfonia Concertante.” 


FRANZ RIEZENSTEIN 


A recital given by Franz Riezenstein on Sunday after- 
noon at the Hampstead Concert Studio included a group of 
English lighter pieces, and an Impromptu by the artist 
himself. All, except John Ireland's “Fire of Spring,” 
which lacked the expected passion, were good of their kind, 
though one must not judge the capacities of Arthur 
Benjamin, Herbert Murrill, and Stanley Bate simply by 
their ability to turn out a “ Siciliana,” a “ Presto Alla Giga,” 
and a “ Polka™ respectively. I am not sure that Riezen- 
stein quite fathomed the spirit of the Polka, which is a real 
bone-shaking dance when executed on the floor. Ihe 
artists treatment of Beethoven’s Sonata was beautifully 
crisp and clean, as one would expect from a pianist of 
Riezenstein’s gifts. 


BRITISH WOMEN’S SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA 


All I heard of the British Women’s Symphony Orchestra 
on Sunday afternoon was Schubert's Fifth Symphony, but 
1 was grateful for so much, Its performance had just the 
right Schubertian gaiety and lightness of heart, and though 
the slow movement was a little ragged. the rest of it fairly 
made one want to dance and even sing. It was a happy 
bit of work, and Alec Sherman got the best out of the 
orchestra. 


JEWISH MUSIC ON RECORDS 


A programme of recorded Jewish music—-Synagogal and 
secular, past and present—-was presented by Mr. Leo Kopf 
at the Judean Club, 35, Abbey Road, N.W.8, on Sunday. 

Mr. Kopf is a great authority on Jewish music and tn 
Berlin was for many vears the representative of the 
Lindstrom Gramophone Company, being in charge of all 
Hebrew recordings. 

On the whole the choice of music was good, although 
I should have preferred to see the programme not quite so 
much dominated by the ritual side. 

Mr. Kopf is himself a distinguished composer and con- 
ductor and all the records presented were either supervised 
or conducted by him.
